On March 22, 1999, at about 5:00 p.m., New Mexico State Police Criminal Investigations 
Sergeant Jose Ramirez assigned me to assist State Police Agents Wesley LaCuesta and Rudy 
Ramirez in the investigation of a Sexual Criminal Penetration case which had been 
reported at about 4:00 p.m. in T or C, New Mexico. Sergeant Ramirez advised me that 


Agent LaCuesta had been assigned as case agent.

NARRATIVE 
On March 22, 1999 at about 5:00 p.m., New Mexico State Police Criminal Investigations 
Sergeant Jose Ramirez assigned me to assist New Mexico State Police Agents Wesley 
LaCuesta and Rudy Ramirez in the investigation of a Criminal Sexual Penetration case. 
This case had been reported in T or C, New Mexico at about 4:00 p.m. Sergeant Ramirez 
advised Agent LaCuesta had been assigned as the case agent, 


I arrived in T or C at approximately 6:30 p.m. and met with Agent LaCuesta, who advised 
the incident involved a victim identified as Cynthia Vigil. Agent LaCuesta advised the 
case also involved two suspects who had been identified as David Parker Ray and Cindy 
Hendy, who were being detained at the New Mexico State Parks Training Facility. Agent 
LaCuesta requested I procure evidence from Cindy Hendy, 


I arrived at the New Mexico State Parks Training Facility at about 7:45 p.m. and met 
with State Parks Ranger Byron Wilson. Officer Wilson directed me to the location where 
Cindy Hendy was being detained which was in the front portion of the training facility 
and separate from where David Parker Ray was being detained. I observed what appeared to 
be blood on various parts of Cindy Hendy's clothing and skin. Cindy Hendy was 
photographed and her clothing and jewelry seized as evidence. I observed and 
photographed an injury behind Cindy Hendy's left ear, as well as cuts on her right ring 
finger and in the area of the right knee. Cindy Hendy had additional wounds on her right 
leg below the knee, and a scrape on her left forearm. Reference can be made to the 
attached copies of the Evidence Receipt for further information. 


Samples were taken of what appeared to be blood and photographs were taken of various 
areas of Cindy Hendy for evidence. Agent Rudy Ramirez advised David Parker Ray's vehicle 
had been stored in the garage of the training facility and requested it be photographed. 
All evidence collected has been subsequently transferred to FBI Agent Anthony Maxwell. 

Reference can be made to the attached copies of photographs for further information. 


At about 1:00 a.m. on March 23, 1999 I arrived at 513 Bass Road in Elephant Butte to 
obtain additional information to secure a search warrant of the premises. At about 1:30 
a.m., I met Agent LaCuesta at the T or C State Police Office and assisted in procuring a 
search warrant for the premises of David Parker Ray, and an arrest warrant for Cindy 
Hendy and David Parker Ray. At about 6:30 a.m., I arrived at 513 Bass Road and relieved 
Officer David Candelaria in securing the crime scene. At about 2:30 p.m. State Police 
Officer Freddie DeLao arrived at 513 Bass Road to continue the scene security while I 
returned to the State Police office and met with several State Police agents who had 
been assigned to process the crime scene. At about 4:45 p.m. I arrived at 513 Bass Road 
with members of the ‘State Police Crime Scene Team and conducted an overview of the area. 


On March 24, 1999, at about 9:00 a.m., Agent John Briscoe advised the white utility 
trailer located on the property was locked and a locksmith would be needed to open the 
trailer and search it pursuent to the search warrant, Bill King, a locksmith located in 
f or C, was escorted to the crime scene where he unlocked the white utility trailer, 
Bill King was then escorted outside the crime scene after which Agent Briscoe and myself 
entered the white utility trailer. Reference can be made to the attached copy of the 
billing statement from Bill King for further information. 


Upon entering the white utility trailer, I observed what appeared to be several explicit 
sexual devices, various books, and sexually illustrated drawings. Reference can be made 
to Agent Briscoe's report for further information concerning the contents of the white 

utility trailer. 


At about 10:40 a.m. I returned to the State Police office where Agent LaCuesta assigned 
me to locate and interview possible witnesses, including neighbors and acquaintances of 
David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy. 


LORRAINE M. HOFFMAN 


INTERVIEW: 


On March 24, 1999 at about 10:50 a.m., I met with Lorraine Hoffman, who resides at 511 
Bass Road and whose property borders David Parker Ray's residence. Lorraine Hoffman 
stated she has lived in the T or C area for about thirty (30) years and had been 
acquainted with David Parker Ray for approximately ten (10) or fifteen (15) years. 
Lorraine Hoffman stated she was not sure when David Parker Ray moved into the residence 
next to her but he would often watch her property when she traveled and she would watch 
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his property when he traveled. Lorraine Hoffman stated she was never at David Parker 
Ray's residence but they would sometimes talk over the fence. 


Lorraine Hoffman stated David Parker Ray had always been polite and she never observed 
or heard any unusual activity in or around his residence. Lorraine Hoffman stated that, 
about three (3) months prior, she noticed an older van, possibly a Chevrolet, parked in 
the front yard of David Parker Ray's residence. Lorraine Hoffman stated the van had been 
occupied by a medium built, blonde female in her early forties (40's). Lorraine Hoffman 
stated the blonde female only stayed about two (2) or three (3) weeks before she left. 
Lorraine Hoffman stated she had no further information relating to this investigation. 
This concluded my interview with Lorraine Hoffman. 


DORIS G, MITCHELL 


INTERVIEW: 


On March 24, 1999, at about 11:20 a.m, I met with Doris Mitchell who resides at 523 Bass 
Road. Doris Mitchell stated that on March 22, 1999 a short time after 3:00 p.m., she had 
been traveling down the hill on Hotsprings Landing Road and observed a nude girl, later 
identified as Cynthia Vigil, near the intersection of Bass Road and Hotsprings Landing 
Road, Doris Mitchell stated she turned onto Bass Road and the nude girl attempted to 
enter the right front door of her vehicle but was unable to do so. 


Doris Mitchell stated she observed blood spots on the nude girl's face and she observed 
the nude girl holding chains. Doris Mitchell stated the nude girl was light complected 
with light brown, shoulder length hair. Doris Mitchell stated the nude girl was about 
five (5) feet tall. Doris Mitchell stated she continued down Bass Road and through the 
rear view mirror, she oserved the nude girl run across Hotsprings Landing Road. Doris 
Mitchell stated she met an unidentified female and requested she notify the police of 
the incident. Doris Mitchell stated she did not see the nude gir] after that. Doris 
Mitchell stated she had no further information relating to this investigation. This 
concluded my interview with Doris Mitchell. 


At approximately 2:00 p.m. I met with Sierra Count Sheriff's Deputy Peter Bowidowictz, 
who advised that a former neighbor of David Parker Ray, identified as Virginia Henry, 
had information concerning the investigation, I attempted to contact Virginia Henry at 
her business, Jarvis Realty, but was advised she was out of the office. 


At about 4:30 p.m., I returned to the crime scene to obtain additional information 
concerning the white utilitiy trailer for the purpose of securing a search warrant for 
its contents. At about 4:50 p.m, I advised State Police Agent Frank Jacoby of the 
information. Agent Jacoby had been at the state police office working on the search 
warrant affidavit for the white utility trailer. 


At approximately 8:15 p.m. I arrived at the State Police office and observed Agent Frank 
Jacoby and Cindy Hendy in the front yard. Agent Jacoby advised the investigating agents 
had been interviewing Cindy Hendy, however, that interview had been interrupted due to a 
briefing that was currently in progress inside the office. Agent Jacoby requested I 
watch Cindy Hendy while he attended the briefing. After Agent Jacoby entered the State 
Police office, Cindy Hendy began relating unsolicited information. Cindy Hendy stated 
that in late January, David Parker Ray began telling her about his perversions. Cindy 
Hendy stated David Parker Ray advised her that, years prior, he had resided in Arizona 
and had been questioned by the FBI concerning missing women, whose bodies had been 


previously located. 


Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray related to her that he "talked his way through it," 
and subsequently moved to Texas. Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray referred to his 
victims as “packages” and he had killed about thirty (30) people, approximately eighteen 
(18) of whom were killed in the T or C area. Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray related 
to her an incident involving an Oriental girl who he "had finished with in the fun 
house." Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray advised the Oriental girl was small built 
and had long black hair. Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray told her the Oriental girl 
was dressing near the door of the "fun house" preparing to leave, when David Parker Ray 
shot her in the back of the head. Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray related to her he 
noticed she was still moving, so he shot her in the head a second time. Cindy Hendy 
stated David Parker Ray advised he was the ringleader and everyone was afraid of him.

Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray advised her that his friend, Roy Yancy, 


| 
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former wife to visit him from Colorado for a visit and while the three of them were in 
the "fun house," Roy Yancy strangled her to death and her body was dumped in a ravine in 
the Caballo area. Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray told her that, on another 
occasion, he had killed a man whose body was "dumped" in Elephant Butte Lake. Cindy 
Hendy stated David Parker Ray related to her he had killed several women and their 
bodies were placed north of T or C on each side of the highway. 


Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray related to her about an incident involving one woman 
whose body was dumped into a ravine. The body began to smell so he "kicked dirt over 
her." Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray further related to her that he later returned 
to get her skull and noticed that someone had dumped a large red dog on top of her 
grave, so he did not retrieve her skull. Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray told her 
Roy Yancy wanted to kill her, (Cindy Hendy), but David Parker Ray wouldn't let him, 
stating she was "not a package.“ Cindy Hendy stated David Parker Ray had told her he 
would pick girls up from Tucson and take lots of photographs and videos of them and 
would later burn the images. 


Agent LaCuesta advised the briefing had concluded and the interview with Cindy Hendy 
would resume with investigating agents, Cindy Hendy was then escorted back into the 
State Police office. 


On March 25, 1999 at about 8:00 a.m,, I met with several State Police agents and 
officers at the State Police office for a briefing session concerning the David Parker 
Ray investigation. Agent LaCuesta assigned me to obtain information concerning Juanita 
Fair, aka Candy Fair, and Roy Yancy. Agent LaCuesta stated these two subjects may have 
information or were possibly involved with David Parker Ray. Agent LaCuesta also 
assigned me to conduct interviews with the hospital staff who had involvement with 
Cynthia Vigil's medical examination. 


Agent LaCuesta advised me a subject identified as Johny Branaugh had contacted the State 
Police office stating he had information concerning the David Parker Ray investigation 
and requested I contact Johny Branaugh. Johny Branaugh stated he would be able to meet 
at the State Police office for an interview. 


JOHNY M. BRANAUGH 


INTERVIEW: 


At approximately 10:30 a,m, I met with Johny Branaugh and his wife, Jean Branaugh, at 
the State Police office. Johny Branaugh stated he lives about eight (8) or nine (9) 
blocks from David Parker Ray's residence. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy would often 
visit their residence when she was in trouble, drunk, needed money, ox had been beaten 
up. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy would tell them some “bizarre things.” Johny 
Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him of a blood spot on the wooden floor near the 
door entering the dining room. Johny Branaugh stated this blood spot was the result of 
someone having been shot in the head. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him 
David Parker Ray had friends in Phoenix and Texas, who had done the same things. 


Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy had bragged about being involved with pornography and 
wild sexual activities. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him she "got off on 
pain." Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him that, prior to meeting David 
Parker Ray, she had been "beat. and raped and had to have the lips of her vagina 
removed." Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised David Parker Ray could not let 
victims go, so “he would dust them." Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy told him that 
David Parker Ray would strangle victims because it was not bloody and he would use "a 
strangler object." Johny Branaugh stated that, on March 13, 1999, Cindy Hendy related 
to him, "I have always been interested in serial killer magazines and books, because it 
interested me, and now I'm living with one." Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised 
him another employee of the Parks Service was a cross-dresser but this subject was not 
identified, 


Johny Branaugh stated he didn't know David Parker Ray and had only seen him once during 
an incident when he had given Cindy Hendy a ride to David Parker Ray's residence. Johny 
Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy had been "beaten up" by a subject identified as John 
Youngblood, Johny Branaugh stated that when he arrived at David Parker Ray's residence, 
David Ray came out meet them. Johny Branaugh stated he didn't get out of the vehicle, 
Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him David Parker Ray had advised her there 
were three (3) or four (4) bodies in the lake. Johny Branaugh said Cindy Hendy advised 
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him David Parker Ray had related to her he would split them from the chest to the 
stomach so they wouldn't float. 


Johny Branaugh stated that on March 13, 1999 Cindy Hendy came by his residence and said 
she was going to Washington State around the first of April to be with her daughter who 
was going to have a baby. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him she and David 
Parker Ray were going to Albuquerque to “pick up a prostitute for a playmate, because 
David didn't want to be alone." 


Johny Branaugh stated that during the month of December 1998 Cindy Hendy and a female 
subject, identified as Candy Fair, came to his residence. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy 
Hendy advised Jean Branaugh that Candy Fair was a lesbian and began pulling Candy Fair's 
shirt down, showing a large bruise on her left breast, which she stated had been made by 
a suction object that Cindy Hendy had placed on her. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy 
pulled a corner of her own shorts down and alluded to a hand print on her right butt 
cheek advising she had recieved a "spanking" from Candy Fair. Johny Branaugh stated 
Cindy Hendy and Candy Fair were bragging about it. Johny Branaugh stated he asked Cindy 
Hendy and Candy Fair to leave because the Branaugh's were outside with their children 
putting up Christmas lights. 


Johny Branaugh stated that, on another occasion, Cindy Hendy came to their residence and 
advised them that a female she knew only as Angela, later identified as Angelica 
Montano, had been at David Parker Ray's residence for three (3) days, bound with duct 
tape. Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him David Parker Ray had "stuck things” 
to Angelica Montano's nipples and clitoris, she had been spanked, and "things were put 
up her ass." Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him David Parker Ray forced 
Angelica Montano to perform oral sex on him and made her “swallow his semen," and had 
used electrical devices on her, ‘ 


Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him Angelica Montano had been made to defecate 
in a trash bag, in the living room of David Parker Ray's residence. Johny Branaugh 

stated Cindy Hendy also advised him she had talked David Parker Ray out of killing 

Angelica Montano on the agreement Angelica Montano not tell anyone which was agreed and 
she was subsequently released, Johny Branaugh stated Cindy Hendy advised him "there was 
more then one body in the lake, and more then one in the desert." Jobny Branaugh stated 
he and his wife never believed Cindy Hendy's stories because they were so “bizarre.” 


Johny Branaugh stated he knew of a subject identified only as Chris, later identified as 
Merritt Storm, who had been in contact with Angelica Montano. Johny Branaugh stated 
Angelica Montano had since relocated to Albuquerque. Johny Branaugh stated Merritt Storm 
had advised him he had sent Angelica Montano money for a bus ticket for her to return to 
T ox C, in reference to giving a statement to authorities. Johny Branaugh stated he 
would advise Merritt Storm to contact me in reference to Angelica Montano's statement. 
Johny Branaugh stated he had no further information concerning this investigation. This 
concluded my interview with Johny Branaugh, 


On March 25, 1999 at about 12:30 p.m. I met Agent Ramirez and State Parks Supervisor 
Jerome Madrid at the State Park's Maintenance Shop, located on State Road 51 
approximately five (5) miles east of T or C. Mr. Madrid advised Agent Ramirez and 
myself the office and vehicle assigned to David Parker Ray had been sealed for evidence 
collection. I took several photographs of the office and vehicle. The office and vehicle 
were sealed for Later processing. Reference can be made to the attached copies of 
photographs for further information, 


At about 2:30 p.m., I arrived at the Sierra Vista Medical Center in T or C, for the 
purpose of obtaining medical records relating to Cynthia Vigil. These records were 
subsequently turned over to Agent LaCuesta. Reference can be made to the original case 
report for further information concerning medical records of Cynthia Vigil. 


LYNN CUMMINGS 


INTERVIEW: 


At approximately 2:52 p.m. I met with Nurse Cummings who is employed as a Registered 
Nurse (RN) at Sierra Vista Medical Center and assigned to the emergency room. Nurse 
Cummings stated she had been working the evening of March 22, 1999 and was advised of a 
rape victim being transported into their facility. Nurse Cummings stated she was advised 
the rape victim was wearing a rope around her neck. Upon the arrival of the rape victim, 
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who was subsequently identified as Cynthia Vigil, Nurse Cummings stated she observed a 
"metal xing" locked around Cynthia Vigil's neck attached to a long chain. Nurse Cummings 
stated Cynthia Vigil was wearing a pink robe she had acquired after her escape from a 
nearby resident. Nurse Cummings stated Cynthia Vigil's hands and feet were free of any 
type of restraints. 


Nurse Cummings stated that during the examination of Cynthia Vigil, she observed scrapes 
and scratches on Cynthia Vigil's feet. Nurse Cummings stated she observed blood on one 
of Cynthia Vigil's toes, her legs, and her chest, and a cut on the back of her head. 
Nurse Cummings stated the head wound did not require suturing. Nurse Cummings advised 
she further observed symmetrical marks on Cynthia Vigil's wrist and a semi circular 
bruise on the outer side of her right hip that resembled a bite mark. Nurse Cummings 
stated Cynthia Vigil advised her the bruise on her hip had been caused by an electrical 
shock, 


Nurse Cummings stated "vitals" were taken from Cynthia Vigil and a "rape kit" was 
administered. Nurse Cummings stated she observed "track marks" on Cynthia Vigil's 
"antecubital" (arm), but could not recall if they were on the right or left arm. Nurse 
Cummings stated Cynthia Vigil admitted to being addicted to cocaine and heroin and had 
been undergoing withdrawals. 


Nurse Cummings stated Cynthia Vigil had been "suffering with diarrhea" and stated 
Cynthia Vigil advised that during the three days of her captivity, she had only been 
given food once on Saturday. Nurse Cummings stated Cynthia Vigil appeared "shaky" and 
had rapidly consumed sustenance given her, which she subsequently regurgitated. 


Nurse Cummings stated she learned from Cynthia Vigil that she had been held captive for 
three (3) days and had "kids! toys" inserted into her vagina. Nurse Cummings stated she 
heard Cynthia Vigil relate that during the time of her captivity she had been advised by 
a "man and lady" that she would be held for thirty (30) days, after which she would be 
hypnotized and released, The "man and lady” were later identified as David Parker Ray 
and Cindy Hendy. Nurse Cummings stated she heard Cynthia Vigil relate she had been 
chained to a pole while the "man and lady tortured" her, and had inserted "large dildos” 
into her vagina until she screamed: 


Nurse Cummings stated Cynthia Vigil was allowed to telephoned her grandmother from the 
hospital and had advised her of the incident, and stated she had a felony court 
appearance scheduled in Albuquerque the following morning. Nurse Cummings stated she had 
no further information concerning this investigation. This concluded my interview with 
Nurse Cummings. 


INTERVIEW: JOHNNA BRADY 


At about 3:41 p.m. I interviewed Nurse Brady who is employed at Sierra Vista Medical 
Center, assigned to the emergency room as a Licensed Practical Nurse (LPN). Nurse Brady 
stated she had been working the night of March 22, 1999, when Cynthia Vigil had been 
transported to the hospital facility. Nurse Brady stated she observed Cynthia Vigil run 
into the emergency room saying, "I'm finally in a safe place, I'm safe here, I'm safe 
here." Nurse Brady stated she observed Cynthia Vigil wearing only a pink robe and 
further stated she observed a "metal collar" locked around Cynthia Vigil's neck. 


Nurse Brady stated the "metal collar” had a long chain attached to it. Nurse Brady 
stated the hospital maintenance man, identified as Jim Bush, was notified to cut the 
lock off the "metal collar" so it could be removed from Cynthia Vigil's neck. Nurse 
Brady stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had been held hostage by "those two people". 
Nurse Brady stated Cynthia Vigil mentioned one male subject and one female subject, but 
didn't mentioned any names. Nurse Brady stated she observed, and later photographed the 
injuries on Cynthia Vigil. 


Nurse Brady stated she heard Cynthia Vigil advise she had been transported to T or C on 
Saturday and held captive for three days. Nurse Brady stated Cynthia Vigil advised "play 
toys" were used on her and an unknown substance had been "placed on her private areas, 
after which a dog was allowed to lick it off." Nurse Brady stated Cynthia Vigil advised 
she had been ‘shocked with electronic devices that had been attached to her nipples, 
which she stated, was very painful. 
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Nurse Brady stated that during the examination of Cynthia Vigil, she was advised another 
patient was being transported to their facility with head injuries. Nurse Brady stated 
Cynthia Vigil became visibly upset and commented "You're not going to let her in, are 
you? It's not her, I hit her on the head with a lamp." Nurse Brady stated that a short 
time later Cindy Hendy arrived at the emergency room with multiple bruises, abrasions, 
an open wound on her right rear shoulder, and a laceration on the back of her head. 
Nurse Brady stated Cindy Hendy appeared to be impatient and wanted to leave. Nurse Brady 
stated Cindy Hendy was released from the hospital after she refused treatment. Nurse 
Brady stated she had no further information concerning this investigation. This 
concluded my interview with Nurse Brady. 


On March 25, 1999, at about 7:10 p.m., I interviewed Thomas Novak, Present at Thomas 
Novak's residence was his wife, Marty Novak. Thomas Novak's residence is located on the 
north side of Bass Road, across from David Parker Ray's residence, Thomas Novak's back 
yard faces David Parker Ray's property. 


INTERVIEW: THOMAS NOVAK 


Phomas Novak stated he had resided there for about one and a half (1 1/2) years and had 
spoke with David Parker Ray on several occasions and that he seemed like a "nice man" 
and was always pleasant. 


fhomas Novak stated he never noticed or heard anything unusual from David Parker Ray's 
residence. Thomas Novak stated he had noticed a blonde girl, who appeared to be residing 
in a small camper trailer located on the property, next to David Parker Ray's residence, 
later identified as the Hoffman's residence. Thomas Novak stated he had observed the 
blonde female at Hoffman's residence several times and believed she was with Joe 
Hoffman, Thomas Novak stated he had no further information concerning this 
investigation. This concluded my interview with Thomas Novak. 


INTERVIEW: DONALD R, BREECH 


At approximately 6:32 p.m. I interviewed Donald Breech who stated that on March 22, 
1999, he had returned to his residence from the post office at around 3:30 p.m. Donald 
Breech stated he had been in the bedroom of his residence when he heard a loud noise 
that sounded as though it came from within his residence. Donald Breech stated he then 
entered the dining room area and observed a naked female inside their residence. Donald 
Breech stated he observed a "metal neck collar" attached to a long chain around the neck 
of the female, who was later identified as Cynthia Vigil, Donald Breech stated Cynthia 
Vigil appeared to be bloody and bruised and had asked if he could remove the "metal neck 
collar." Donald Breech stated he advised her it would have to be removed by police 
authorities. 


Donald Breech stated Cynthia Vigil requested they notifiy the police advising them she 
had just been raped. Donald Breech stated his wife, Darlene, had been in the kitchen at 
the time and called 911. Donald Breech stated he retrieved a pink robe for Cynthia Vigil 
to wear. Donald Breech stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had been abducted in Albuquerque 
and held captive for three (3) days. Donald Breech stated Cynthia Vigil advised one of 
her abductors was a park ranger identified only as David, and the other abductor was a 
female accomplice. 


Donald Breech stated that when he walked toward the front door to watch for the police, 
Cynthia Vigil asked him to "not open the door and to not let them in." Donald Breech 
stated that a short time later he observed a sheriff's unit pass by their residence 
after which he walked to the road and directed them to his residence. 


Donald Breech stated Cynthia Vigil observed the sheriff's unit pull into the driveway, 
at which time she xan out to meet the officer, identified as Sheriff's Deputy Peter 
Bowidowictz, Donald Breech stated Cynthia Vigil left his residence with the officers. 
Donald Breech advised that his wife, Darlene Breech, was currently out of town and would 
return in a few days, in reference to an interview. Donald Breech stated he had no 
further information concerning this investigation. This concluded my interview with 
Donald Breech. 


On March 26, 1999 at approximately 8:00 p.m. FBI Agent Anthony Maxweil advised he had 
received information concerning several bones having been located in a_yard ata 
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residence located near David Parker Ray's residence. At approximately 8:30 p.m. Agent 
Maxwell and myself arrived at the residence of Mary Whitfield who resided at 517 Bass 
Road. Mary Whitfield identified the location of two bones which Agent Maxwell seized as 
evidence. It was later determined the two bones were not human bones, 


On March 27, 1999, at about 7:10 a.m. I met with Mary Whitfield at her residence and 
obtained her signature on a Consent to Search form giving permission for investigators 
to further search her property for any possible evidence. 


Further investigation of the surrounding area revealed several of the residences were 
vacant and appeared to be seasonal. Reference can be made to the attached copy of the 
Consent to Search form signed by Mary Whitfield. : 


At approximately 11:16 a.m., I met with Mario Digesu at his residence, located next to 
David Parker Ray's residence. Mario Digesu stated he had been a neighbor to David Parker 
Ray for some time and agreed to an interview. 


INTERVIEW: MARIO J. DIGESU 


Mario Digesu stated he had been David Parker Ray's neighbor for about five (5) years and 
his involvement with David Parker Ray was limited to waving at each other and on rare 
occasions, he would engage in brief conversations, Mario Digesu stated he had never 
observed any unusual incidences occur at David Parker Ray's residence. Mario Digesu 
stated he felt Jesse Ray appeared to be "strange," and appeared to have "strange 
friends" coming in and out of David Parker Ray's residence. Mario Digesu stated he 
thought David Parker Ray had the white utility trailer when he moved in. Mario Digesu 
stated he never observed David Parker Ray or any other subjects enter the white utility 
trailer. 


Mario Digesu stated he would usually see David Parker Ray alone, except that about a 
week prior, he observed David Parker Ray in his yard with a female subject described as 
medium build, light colored hair below shoulder length, but did not give her much 
notice. Mario Digesu stated he had never seen this female before. Mario Digesu stated he 
never observed David Parker Ray digging holes, but often saw him in his yard. 


Mario Digesu stated that approximately four (4) or five (5) times during the past five 
(5) years he had heard domestic disputes occurring outside David Parker Ray's residence 
and thought they may have been between Jesse Ray and some of her friends, but never 
observed who was specifically involved in the disputes. Mario Digesu stated he never 
heard any screams or power type tools from David Parker Ray's residence. 


Mario Digesu stated that, about two (2) months prior some unidentified subjects had 
camped in David Parker Ray's yard for approximately two (2) or (3) three weeks. Mario 
Digesu stated these subjects had been staying in an old camper type trailer, possibly 
white and brown, Mario Digesu had no description concerning the identification of the 
subjects. 


Mario Digesu stated that at one time, he had noticed some weeds had been burned in his 
yard near the fence that separated his and David Parker Ray's property, Mario Digesu 
stated he never confronted David Parker Ray about it and felt David Parker Ray may have 
been burning weeds in his own yard when the fire got out of control, 


Mario Digesu stated that approximately a year prior he had his property enclosed with a 
chain linked fence. Mario Digesu stated he always keeps his gate closed in order to keep 
his dog in his yard and had no knowledge of any bones having been brought onto his 
property. Mario Digesu stated he had attached an electric wire on his fence and around 
the previous summer, Jesse Ray advised him rabbits would at times get stuck in the fence 
and squeal, Mario Digesu stated Jesse Ray requested he turn the power off or have it 
disconnected because David Parker Ray didn't like hurting animals. Mario Digesu stated 
David Parker Ray had never approached him concerning the incidnet. Mario Digesu stated 
he had no further information concerning this investigation. This concluded my interview 
with Mario Digesu. 


INTERVIEW: MARY W. WHITFIELD 


At about 5:15 p.m., I conducted an interview with Mary Whitfield who resides at 517 Bass 
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Road who stated she did not know David Parker Ray but had seen him "around town." Mary 
Whitfield stated she had lived in T or C for approximately twenty-two (22) years but had 
been moving into her current residence on the evening of March 22, 1999. She left her 
residence at about 3:10 p.m. and remembered passing Doris Mitchell on the corner of Bass 
Road and Hot Springs Landing Road, prior to Cynthia Vigil's escape. 


Mary Whitfield stated she never heard or saw anything unusual at David Parker Ray's 
residence. Mary Whitfield stated she had received a telephone call from her landiord, 
Virginia Henry, who advised she had received information from the previous tenant, 
identified as Peggy Richards, that their dog would carry bones into the yard. Mary 
Whitfield stated Virginia Henry advised the bones could possibly have been from David 
Parker Ray's residence, and could possibly be human. Mary Whitfield stated she was aware 
of the Location of two bones located in her yard. These were the same two bones Agent 
Maxwell seized as evidence, Mary Whitfield stated she had no further information 
concerning this investigation. This concluded my interview with Mary Whitfield. 


On March 29, 1999 at about 11:30, I arrived at the Sierra Vista Medical Center in 
reference to obtaining additional information and documents concerning Cynthia Vigil's 
injuries. I met with Dr. Radosveta Mitova who agreed to be interviewed. 


RADOSVETA MITOVA 


INTERVIEW: 


Dr. Mitova stated she was employed at Sierra Vista Medical Center assigned as the 
emergency room physician. Dr, Mitova stated she had been working on the night of March 
22, 1999, when Cynthia Vigil was transported to the hospital facility, Dr. Mitova stated 
she observed Cynthia Vigil enter the emergency room shouting "I'm safe, I'm safe." Dr. 
Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil kept repeating those words, and "it took a while" for her to 
calm down. 


Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil was wearing a pink robe and a white hair tie, which 
appeared to have blood on it. Dr. Mitova stated she learned the pink robe was given to 
Cynthia Vigil by a female subject whose residence Cynthia Vigil had entered after her 
escape. The female subject was later identified as Darlene Breech, Dr. Mitova stated 
she observed a "metal neck harness” locked onto Cynthia Vigil's neck. Dr. Mitova slated 
the "neck harness" was attached to a long chain. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil was 
taken into examination room number two (2) and at approximately 4:10 p.m, Nurse Brady 
photographed Cynthia Vigil's injuries. Dr. Mitova stated Jim Bush, who is employed as 
the "maintenance man" of Sierra Vista Hospital was notified to remove the "neck 
harness." 


Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil called her father and further advised she overheard 
Cynthia Vigil comment on the telephone she had been kidnapped and say, "You don't know 
what they did to me. I escaped, I'm at the E.R. and I'm safe now. I'm never going back. 
Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil appeared to be “very upset" and telephoned her 
grandparents, who reside in Albuquerque, to pick her up. 


Dr, Mitova stated that, during the examination, Cynthia Vigil advised she had been 
transported from Albuquerque to T or C, toa residence near the lake, and held hostage 
until she escaped. Dr, Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil did not relate details of what 
occurred in the vehicle as they traveled from Albuquerque to T or C. Dr. Mitova stated 
Cynthia Vigil advised she had been fed once and allowed to shower once during her 
captivity. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had been picked up on Saturday 
morning while it was still light, but was not certain of the time. Dr. Mitova stated 
that Cynthia Vigil advised she had taken a dose of heroin on Saturday morning and that 
she was asthmatic. 


Dr, Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised a man and woman had taken her to a residence 
where they tortured her. Dr, Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil described the male as being a 
white male with a mustache, thin in stature, wrinkled, with gray hair and wore an 
unidentified uniform. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil was unable to identify the type of 
uniform the man wore. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil described the female as being a 
blonde, white female, mildly overweight, and had a tattoo on one of her hands. Dr. 
Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil further described the female as wearing white shorts with a 
type of colored pattern, a white {-shirt, and socks with no shoes. Dr. Mitova stated 
Cynthia Vigil advised the female referred to the male as David. The male and female were 
later identified as David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy. 
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Dr, Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil had no life threatening injuries other then lack of 
treatment for asthma and heroin withdrawals. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised 
that, during her captivity, she was handcuffed, beaten with a whip and shocked with a 
"shock stick" while she was hung from the ceiling. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil 
advised "clips were placed on her nipples and genitals" and electric shocks were 
administered to her. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised both the man and the woman 
had raped her in her vagina and rectum multiple times, using objects she referred to as 
"toys." 


Dr, Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised she was told she would be detained for a few 
days, after which she would be hypnotized and released, Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil 
advised that on at least one occasion during her captivity, food had been placed on her 
genitals and a dog was allowed to "lick it off." Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised 
she did not know what kind of food was used, 


Dr, Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised she was "very hungry," and when given food to 
eat, she subsequently got sick and regurgitated it. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil 
would cry and state, " why me, why me, why did they do that to me?" Dr, Mitova stated 
that, aftex the evidence had been collected, Cynthia Vigil was allowed to shower. 


Dr, Mitova stated that while Cynthia Vigil was being treated in the emergency room, she 
heard about a subject being transported to the emergency room with head injuries. This 
subject was later identified as Cindy Hendy. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil became 
visibly agitated and scared, and commented "That's her, don't let her in, She's here for 
me," Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil repeatedly asked the location of the police officer 
who had accompanied her to the hospital, 


Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had engaged in an altercation with Cindy 
Hendy during her escape, Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had "hit her with 
an ice pick," referring to Cindy Hendy and that a lamp had been broken during the 
struggle. Dr. Mitova stated she observed small pieces of “clear white glass" in Cynthia 
Vigil's hair, and Cynthia Vigil also complained of having glass on her skin, but none 
was observed. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had pulled Cindy Hendy's hair, 
during the struggle. Dr. Mitava stated she clipped two fingernails from each hand with 
"scrapings" underneath for evidentiary purposes. Dr. Mitova advised these clippings were 
turned over to police officials along with the rape kit. 


Dr. Mitova stated that, during the examination of Cynthia Vigil, she observed no obvious 
external injuries or tears to the rectal area but when the area was swabbed with a Q tip 
from the rape kit, Cynthia Vigil would “scream, crying with tears." Dr. Mitova stated 
she did not do an internal examination since the only penetration to Cynthia Vigil had 
been with artificial objects, Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil appeared to be familiar 
with the rape kit. Dr. Mitova stated she had asked Cynthia Vigil if she ever had a rape 
kit administered to her before, and Cynthia Vigil answered no, but advised one of her 
friends "had it done to her." 


Dr, Mitova stated she observed needle tracks inside the left arm of Cynthia Vigil and 
further stated Cynthia Vigil had complained about pains all over her body but she never 
lost consciousness. Dr. Mitova advised Nurse Brady had taken ten (10) photographs of 
Cynthia Vigil shortly after her arrival at the emergency room. 


In referring to photograph number one (1), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed Cynthia Vigil 
wearing the metal neck harness, with lock and chain attached. Dr. Mitova stated the 
injuries displayed purple discolorations located on the upper left eyelid and dry blood 
over various areas of her body, Dr. Mitova stated photograph number one (1) also 
displayed Cynthia Vigil's swollen lips, the lower lip being more pronounced then the 
upper one, and abrasions located on the bridge of the nose and on the right upper lip. 


In referring to photograph number two (2), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed several 
abrasions and bruises on Cynthia Vigil's legs, and a mark on her right wrist. Dr. Mitova 
stated photograph number two (2) also displayed fecal matter on the sheet near the 
vaginal area. 


In referring to photograph number three (3), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed marks on 
both of Cynthia Vigil's wrist, and a blood smear and small abrasion on her right knee. 
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In referring to photograph number four (4), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed Cynthia 
Vigil's right breast area displaying discolorations and abrasions located at the "one 
and eight o'clock" positions of the areola. Dr. Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised 


these marks were caused by the electrical clips. Dr. Mitova stated that photograph 
number four (4) also displayed various blood smears. 
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In referring to photograph number five (5), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed a superficial 
cut and abrasion on the lateral side of the right knee, multiple small cuts and bruises 
intermingled with blood transfer. Dr. Mitova stated it was difficult to distinguish some 
of the cuts from blood transfer in the photograph. Dr. Mitova stated that photograph 
number five (5) also displayed an injury to the right wrist. 


In referring to photograph number six (6), Dr, Mitova stated it displayed a cut which 
had still been bleeding at the time the photograph was taken and was located on the 
"dorsal surface" of the large toe on the right foot. 


In referring to photograph number seven (7), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed an open cut, 
about one centimeter in diameter which was still bleeding slightly and located on the 
back of the upper left shoulder. Dr, Mitova stated this injury was not sutured, but 
closed with "steri-stripes.” 


In referring to photograph number eight (8), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed multiple 

cuts and bruises on both legs. Dr. Mitova stated it was difficult to differentiate the 
injuries from the blood transfer by looking at the photograph, Dr, Mitova stated 
photograph number eight (8) displayed the cut on the large toe of the right foot. 


In referring to photograph number nine (9), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed a bruise on 
the right outer hip area, circular in shape, and blood transfer in various areas. Dr. 
Mitova stated Cynthia Vigil advised the bruise had been caused from being beaten by the 


suspects. 


In referring to photograph number ten (10), Dr. Mitova stated it displayed a head injury 
located on the right upper rear of her scalp. Dr. Mitova stated this cut was 
superficial, measuring two and one half (2.5) centimeters but required no sutures. Dr. 
Mitova stated she did not observe any glass in the head wound. Dr. Mitova stated she 
observed dried blood in the hair surrounding the head wound, indicating it had bled 
previously. Reference can be made to the attached copies of photographs of Cynthia Vigil 
and her injuries for further information. Dr. Mitova stated she had no further 
information concerning this investigation. This concluded my interview with Dr. Mitova, 


INTERVIEW: DARLENE 2. BREECH 


On March 31, 1999 at about 1:30 p.m., I met with Darlene Breech who stated that on March 
22, 1999, at about 3:30 to 3:45 p.m. she was in the kitchen of her residence when a 
naked young female “busted™ in through the door, screaming, "help me, help me, don't let 
them get me.” Darlene Breech stated the female subject was Hispanic and had a "metal 
neck collar" around her neck, attached to a long chain. Darlene Breech stated the female 
subject identified herself as Cynthia vigil and appeared to have blood "all over her and 
in her hair." Darlene Breech stated she observed bruises on Cynthia Vigil's wrists. 
Darlene Breech stated she called 911 while her husband, Donald, went to their bedroom 
and retrieved a robe to cover Cynthia Vigil. Darlene Breech stated she was advising the 
911 dispatcher of all of the information Cynthia Vigil had been relating to her. 


Darlene Breech stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had been abducted from Albuquerque by a 
park ranger, identified only as "Dave," and a female identified only as "Cindy." Darlene 
Breech stated Cynthia Vigil advised she had been held captive for three (3) days, 
during which time her breasts had been shocked with "something electrical." Darlene 
Breech stated Cynthia Vigil kept screaming, "don't let them get me," as she huddied down 
near the telephone area. Darlene Breech stated Cynthia Vigil requested they remove the 
"etal neck collar" but they had advised her it would have to be removed by the police 
authorities. Darlene Breech stated Cynthia Vigil ran out of the house saying, "don't Let 
them hurt me anymore," as she observed the arrival of police officers. Darlene Breech 
stated Cynthia Vigil had been at their residence for about fifteen (15) minutes total. 
Darlene Breech stated she had no further information concerning this investigation. This 
concluded my interview with Darlene Breech. 
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INTERVIEW: JAMES BUSH 


On March 31, 1999, at about 6:50 p.m. I conducted an interview with James Bush, who 
advised he was employed at the Sierra Vista Medical Center's Maintenance Department. 
James Bush stated that, on March 22, 1999 at about 4:00 p.m., Nurse Brady notified him 
of a female subject, identified as Cynthia Vigil, who had arrived at the emergency room 
wearing a “metal collar” around her neck, James Bush stated Nurse Brady requested he 
remove the "metal collar." James Bush stated he entered the emergency room area and 
observed Cynthia Vigil wearing a pink robe with a "metal neck collar" attached to a 
chain which was locked around her neck. James Bush stated that he observed the "neck 
collar" had been locked with a padlock. James Bush stated he retrieved a pair of boit 
cutters and, with the assistance of Deputy Sheriff Lucas Alvarez, the padlock was cut 
off the "metal collar" and removed from Cynthia Vigil's neck. 


James Bush stated after cutting the pad lock off, Cynthia Vigil removed the collar from 
hex neck and pushed it away from her with her head turned away from it, and commented, 
"get that thing away from me.” James Bush stated he and Deputy Alvarez placed the metal 
neck collar and chain into a plastic bag and Deputy Alvarez maintained custody of it. 


James Bush stated he remained in the room with Cynthia Vigil for about five (5) minutes 
as Dr. Mitova conducted a preliminary examination of Cynthia Vigil. James Bush stated 
Cynthia Vigil advised that her head was hurting and he observed what appeared to be 
blood "caked in her hair." James Bush stated Cynthia Vigil advised that her "boobs" had 
been electrically shocked and "they were shoving things into her." James Bush stated he 
left the area and at around 4:35 p.m. he was requested to retrieve a camera pack from 
the Purchasing Department and bring it to the emergency room for photographs. James Bush 
stated he had no further information concerning this investigation. This concluded my 
interview with James Bush. 


This concluded my portion of this investigation concerning Cynthia Vigil.

SYNOPSIS 
On August 21, 2001 at approximately 10:00 a.m. I met with FBI Agent John Schum, FBI 


Psychological Profiler Mary Ellen O'Tool, Assistant District Attorney Jim Yontz and 
David Parker Ray's defense attorney, Lee McMillan at the District Attorney's Office in 
Truth ox Consequences, New Mexico, 
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NARRATIVE 
On August 21, 2001 at approximately 10:00 a.m. I met with FBI Agent John Schum, FBI 


Psychological Profiler Mary Ellen O'Tool, Assistant District Attorney Jim Yontz, and 
David Parker Ray's defense attorney, Lee McMillan at the District Attorney's Office in 
Truth or Consequences, New Mexico. This meeting was in reference to impending interviews 
with David Parker Ray in conjunction with a plea agreement, which would allow him to be 
sentenced in a federal correctional facility after he plead guilty to a federal charge 
of White Slavery. The agreement stipulated that David Parker Ray would provide 
information relating to his past criminal violations. The plea agreement stipulated that 
David Parker Ray would agree to a minimum of one hundred (100) hours of interviews, 
During the briefing, it was decided that the interview would be conducted by Agent 
Schum, The seating arrangements would allow Mr. McMillan to sit directly behind David 
Parker Ray. Mr. Yontz, Ms, O'Tool, and myself would be seated behind Mr. McMillan to 
éliminate distractions to David Parker Ray. The interviews would be tape recorded. 


At approximately 11:45 a.m. David Parker Ray was escorted into the conference room where 
the interviews were to be conducted. David Parker Ray was introduced to each person in 
the room and was advised the interviews would be conducted with those of us present, 
David Parker Ray stated he did not mind, except he had a problem with a representative 
from State Police being present due to issues he has with State Police. David Parker Ray 
advised me that it was nothing personal, but reverted back to March 1999 during the 
initial investigation when former Department of Public Safety Cabinet Secretary Darren 
White had made comments to the news media which referred to David Parker Ray as being a 
nightmare who is behind bars and as being a monster. David Parker Ray stated those 
national comments defamed his character and he felt it made it difficult for him to 
receive a fair trial. His concerns were acknowledged, but was advised that I would 
remain in the conference room during the interviews. 


David Parker Ray referred to his sexual fetishes as being an addition and that it was 
wide spread. He stated Law Enforcement Agencies "need to wake up and smell the roses." 
He stated that during the mid 1960's and 1970's he read Sadomasochism material in 
magazines such as Fetish Times and Screw. He stated the Sadomasochism fetish went into 
the closet in the late 1970's and many of the Sadomasochism magazines went out of 
business, He stated that it was possible to purchase Sadomasochism equipment on the 
underground market. David Parker Ray stated he likes bondage activities and is 
interested in all types of bondage fetishes. He stated that in the late 1970's he 
realized that Sadomasochism began dominating a large part of his time and he felt he 
needed to read up on it. He stated that at during that time, he was working at a 
construction company in Gallup and resided in the south valley of Albuquerque. He stated 
he has wide spread knowledge of Sadomasochism and Bondage and Discipline from 
researching the topic in libraries, approximately twenty (20) years priox, He stated 
that when he was young, he read True Crime magazines initially for education, then later 
for entertainment. 


David Parker Ray stated he created the trailer, commonly referred to as the Toybox, as a 
mMugeum and conversation piece. He learned about the items inside the Toybox from books 
and further stated a lot of the items in the Toybox were not used. David Parker Ray is 
susceptible to subliminal messages from various items such as shampoo bottles and other 
phallus shaped objects. 


He stated his fantasy stage involves cycles and steps. This allows him to step in and 
out of his fantasies while he remains in the cycle. He might not go inside the Toybox 
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for months, then would go into a cycle and draw and make audio tapes and masturbate, 
then he would go out of the cycle and not go into the trailer for a couple of more 
months, 


David Parker Ray stated there were a few periods during his life when he would not go 
into his cycle or when he was "step down" as he referred to it. One of the periods was 
when he was in the U. S. Army. Another period was when he met his wife, Glenda Ray, and 
he was "stepped down" for three (3) years. He stated he was a member of the New Mexico 
Mounted Patrol and during that time, he was "stepped down." He stated Glenda Ray gave 
him a Speckled Bird (speed narcotic) which caused him to "step up." He stated that at 
one time he was teaching and would see objects that reminded him of sex. These objects 
would remain on his mind through out the day and he would later draw, make objects or 
audio tapes, which would help until got bored with it. His first drawings were of girls 
wearing clothes. 


His fantasies escalated from thoughts to consensual partners. His type of bondage 
equipment progressed into Sadomasochism type of equipment. He stated Bondage and 
Discipline is his reality while Sadomasochism is his fantasy. He described Bondage and 
Discipline as being with light pain, spanking and breasts bondage. He stated he does not 
like to cause extreme pain and described blood as sacred and feels it is an atrocity 
when let out of the veins, He stated Sadomasochism is illegal and when someone is 
involved with it, they have gone over the line. He stated Sadomasochism involves people 
who are dominant or submissive where as Bondage and Discipline is all about domination, 
Other terminology he uses for dominant is 'top' and another term he uses for submissive 


is 'bottom’. 


David Parker Ray stated he played the audio tape he made to Cindy Vigil for shock and 
entertainment purposes to watch her reaction but she fell asleep half way through it. He 
hag played the audio tape for a several people but they usually get bored with it. In 
referring to the Toybox, he stated it was designed to shock people. David Parker Ray 
stated he was not a Sadomasochist by his definition, which is one who works in death 
camps and has many variations making it difficult to profile. He stated the difference 
between Sadomasochism and Bondage and Discipline is that there is no physical injures 
with Bondage and Discipline, just red marks and light bruising. Sadomasochism leaves 
whelps, cuts, and blisters from hot wax where as Bondage and Discipline's use of hot wax 
only leaves red marks. He stated that it was possible for Sadomasochism being consensual 
and legal, He believed children are swinging toward Sadomasochism due to a lack of sex 
education, They are bored and susceptible to any stimulation if they are allowed. He 
stated his mind is active and he is unable to concentrate on one thing for very long, 
which was a problem for him when he was a.child. 


David Parker Ray stated he could be "stepped down" for years but when he is "stepped up" 
he goes into highs and lows and referred to it as waves. 


He stated that when he met Cindy Hendy, he was dating Mela, identified as Pamela MoQuin, 
while she and Cindy Hendy were roommates. He met Candy Fair while she was visiting Cindy 
Hendy and Pamela MoQuin and they "hit it off." He stated Candy Faix was Gay and had not 
been with a male for eight (8) years prior to their meeting. Candy Fair commented that 
she was into Bondage and Discipline, which resulted Bondage and Discipline sessions. 
Candy Fair wanted to move into David Parker Ray's residence but she did not want to give 


up her "sugax momma" in Ruidoso. He stated he and Candy Fair and Cindy Hendy engaged in 
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a "threesome" and Candy Faix sparked his "step up". While in his "step down," he would 
only fantasize and masturbate. The fantasies would pass quickly and compared it to his 
dxives from Truth or Consequences to Deming. He stated Cindy Hendy eventually became his 
sex partner but she did not Like being electrically shocked as Candy Fair did, He stated 
after he and Cindy Hendy got together, Candy Fair was "out of the picture." 


David Parker Ray stated that after Joanie Lee left him in 1994, he began working on the 
Toybox, He was working for a construction company at that time and had worked for that 
company for one and a half (1 1/2) years. He stated he came off step afterwards. After 
he met Candy Fair, his "whole life went crazy." He stated Candy Fair worked in a Bondage 
and Discipline house as a submissive when she was not at his residence. He was satisfied 
when she was at his residence, but when she was gone, he kept his mind busy. He stated 
that if he did not have consensual partners he would fantasize. His fantasies usually 
goes well but he can have a bad fantasy. 


David Parker Ray described a bad fantasy when a girl with a baby was hitch hiking and he 
stopped and gave her a ride. He stated it occurred on a Sunday night he was leaving 
Albuquerque to return to Churchrock for work that week. He stated he drove up Coors 
Boulevard and down Central Avenue when he observed a woman holding a baby, hitch hiking. 
He described the woman as being an Anglo woman in her twenty's (20's). He bypassed her 
and continued on. He stated he begin fantasizing about picking her up. It was a bad 
fantasy because the baby was always in the way. He did not control the baby in this 
fantasy and allowed the mother to breast feed the baby by placing the baby on the 
mother's chest. Watching the baby breast feed from the mother was a "turn on" for him. 


He lived in a motor home parked at the Churchrock Mill where he kept her and the baby in 
the rear bedroom. He engaged in vaginal sex with her while she was in bondage and 
utilized a dildo on her while her legs were tied back. He controlled outside 
interference's with the use of mechanics, but did not specify how. He stated he was 
unable to separate the baby from the fantasy and the baby would need a diaper change or 
would ery, which would break up the fantasy, He stated he kept the woman and baby for 
approximately five (5) days and then released her, This was the only fantasy that 
involved a child. The fantasy allowed for seclusion and the woman xesisted which allowed 
fox domination and resistance, He stated that if he had access to his fantasy log, he 
could remember more. He stated this particular fantasy was an abduction fantasy and 
lasted for six (6) months but did not play out, He stated he dropped the woman and her 
baby off on the road east of Gallup and she continued to California. 


David Parker Ray stated that on another occasion, after the fantasy with the woman and 
baby ended, he was traveling to Churchrock when he observed two (2) Navajo girls and 
their brother walking along side the roadway approximately five (5) miles east of 
Gallup. He stated the brother was walking a considerable distance in front of the girls. 
He stated he gave them a ride to the Churchrock turnoff and dropped them off. The girls 
advised him they were sisters and were around the age of fifteen (15) years. He 
continued north while the girls and their brother proceeded south. He then created a 
fantasy around this incident. In his fantasy, he picked the two girls up and drove past 
their brother. He continued to Churchrock where he forced them to have sex with each 
other by force and intimidation. He stated that since he is not attracted to Navajo 
gixvis he altered their appearance. He engaged in forced sex utilizing bondage and 
dildos. He stated that during that time his desire to inflict pain was not developed but 
progressed later in his life. During his time with the two girls, he engaged in sexual 
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intercourse with them and also utilized a dildo. 


They were restrained but he did not remember using a gag. The gag he uses was described 
as a ball-gag, which he described as being a ball placed in the mouth of the victim with 
a strap around their head to hold it in place. He stated a ball-gag is dangerous and a 
breathing tube needs to be placed through it. He stated he had a ball-gag, which should 
have been located inside his motor home, when it was searched during the initial 
investigation, During his time with the girls, he always kept one of them restrained. He 
stated that in his fantasies, as well as realities, engaging in sexual activities with 
one girl while the other one is in bondage is a big "turn on" for him, He stated that if 
something went wrong in his fantasies he would leave it until the following day and then 
start again, In his fantasies he never used guns or knives and never used anything that 
would result in blood because he does not like blood. 


He stated that in the late 1970's after the fantasies with the lady and her baby and the 
two Navajo girls, he became concerned that he may be crossing the line so he contacted 
the Veterans Administration (VA) for psychological assistance. He acquired additional 
reading material on the topic from the VA, which he said hurt his condition more then 
help, He stated his family life was not good and he was eventually awarded custody of 
hig son, David Jr, He stated that while he and Glenda Ray were engaged in sexual 
intercourse, he would fantasize about Bondage and Discipline. He eventually disclosed 
this to Glenda Ray and she became angry. He stated he then "pulled the plug" on their 
xelationship and relocated to Victoria, Texas. He stated he fantasized about 
Sadomasochism and Bondage and Discipline while he was engaged in sexual intercourse and 


was unable to separate fantasy and reality. He stated that since his incarceration in 
Tierra Amarilla, he ig in a new type of cycle he has not experienced before, He is 
unable to fantasize and get a release due to a black cloud moving in causing him to lose 
his erection, He stated he quit drawing any type of stimulation for fear that State 
Police will raid his cell and seize his drawings. He is unable to create a scenario 
where he can get an erection. 


David Parker Ray stated that when he was a child he was raised by his grandparents and 
his two aunts, Mildred and Eleanor, Mildred and Eleanor were abusive to him, Mildred 
would hold him by his ankles over the hog pens while the hogs were snorting underneath. 
Mildred would threaten to drop him in with the hogs which would "scare him to death." 
Eleanor would hold him underwater and on one occasion he passed out before she pulled 
him out. He was about three (3) or four (4) years old when this occurred and he further 
described himself as being quiet and shy. He feels these experiences with his aunts were 
a contributing factor to his affliction with dominance. He felt that as a child, he was 
always doing things wrong. He stayed away from people and was raised as a loner, He 
overcome a fear of water from his experiences with Eleanor and now loves water and is a 
certified diver. He stated he has never had a water fantasy. Prior to learning to swim, 
he stated an elderly lady fell into the water and he dove in and saved her. He does not 
trust anyone with in ten (10) feet of him while he is in the water. 


He stated he concludes his Fantasies with a happy ending such as the girl in his class 
that he fantasized about in Pine Shadows. He changes his fantasies to keep from getting 
bored and only has one fantasy at a time. 


David Parker Ray stated Cindy Vigil was attractive and available. He described her 
attractiveness as being her body, her age, and her appearance, He stated he and Cindy 
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Hendy traveled to Albuquerque on Friday and picked Cindy Vigil up on Saturday. An 
unidentified man came by selling narcotics but David Parker Ray decline his offer and 
asked the man about finding a girl for sexual activities. David Parker Ray cruised 
around for approximately three (3) hours until the man returned with Cindy Vigil. He 
approached her with a straight sex proposal and "things went from there." Cindy Hendy 
was in an exploratory stage when Cindy Vigil was picked up. Cindy Hendy was into 
voyeuristic activities and liked Bondage and Discipline with low grade limits. He stated 
that to a certain extent, all women like domination. 


David Parker Ray refereed to an unidentified female who married a relative of his. This 
female was subsequently identified as Jonene and the relative was identified as Russell 
Parker. Jonene was frigid and Russell was abusive to her and beat her up. Jonene 
divorced him and she and David Parker Ray began dating. She displayed an interest in 
bondage after which he took her out in a motor home near the river for a weekend. He 
restrained her and engaged in oral sex with her and she had her first orgasm. She was 
about thirty (30) years old at that time. They later engaged in sexual intercourse, 
Jonene wanted to marry David Parker Ray, but he declined. She looked at all of his books 
involving Bondage and Discipline but he did not push the relationship. He stated he 
rarely cheated on Glenda Ray. Glenda Ray and Jonene experimented with lesbian activities 
with each other but it did not go anywhere. Prostitutes came into his life after his 
divorce with Glenda Ray. He was with Jonene for about fourteen (14) years, She would 
move out, then come back, They had an open relationship, In the early 1980's David 
Parker Ray moved out of fantasy and into reality by utilizing prostitutes and becoming 
friends with some of them, This concluded the first interview with David Parker Ray. 


On August 22, 2001 the interviews with David Parker Ray continued at approximately 10:40 
a.m, in the same location with the same individuals present as the previous day. 


David Parker Ray stated there were a variety of fetishes and fantasies and he wanted to 
speak with a profiler to assist others. This interview was conducted by Ms. O'Tool. 
David Parker Ray stated he always felt more comfortable around females. He only had one 
(1) male friend but he could not feel free to talk with male friends like he does with 
females. He was only really close with his sister. He feels super shy. He learned to 
write long hand from his mother and would read detective books when he was young. He 
feels his fantasies were derived from the books he read. Paraphilic behavior is a 
learned behavior and he stated people in Bondage and Discipline are not sexual sadist 
but any of them could cross the line due to dissatisfied lives and dissatisfied sexual 
lives. He described criminal sexual sadism as when the law is broken. People involved 
with Bondage and Discipline and Sadomasochism are active and pushy, bordering on 
breaking the law, but not to the point of where people get hurt. He stated there is a 
struggle over the word, consensual. He believes the confusion with Bondage and 
Discipline and Sadomasochism is someone saying no. In the role play, it is common for 
the ‘bottom! to say stop or use key words such as raspberry. Someone strapped down 
saying no or stop would seem to be a nonconsensual act to witnesses who may not know of 
key word phrases. 


Several things interest David Parker Ray, but does not arouse him. He likes two females 
having sex. He stated that years ago he used binoculars to watch females through 
windows. He read about dildo's but did not know much about them. His collection of 
dildos began when he begin finding old bottles, which he would wash. He started a 
collection of phallus type items that he would place in a box that he kept in a hollow 
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tree near where he was raised. His fetish was dormant when he went into the army and 
remained gormant until he got out. His oldest son was bonded to David Parker Ray's 
parents. He attended a trade school in Tulsa, Oklahoma and during that time David 
Parker Ray worked long hours and Glenda Ray was "hooking for extra money." In 1967 or 
1968 Glenda Ray obtained "speckled bird" from one of her customers. After Glenda Ray 
gave him the "speckled bird," his fetish returned with vengeance and progressed rapidly. 
He experienced a lot of marital problems during this time, 


While working in the Gallup area, David Parker Ray had a fantasy that he kept suppressed 
in his mind. It was an organized fantasy that scared him because he was fantasizing 
about crossing the line. He went to the VA for fear something was going to happen, but 
he did not get long term help, but for a time it was dormant and did not progress. He 
stated he ig bothered by being an extremely passive person and crossing the line is 
extreme. He did not know how to deal with the idea of violence and fortunately it never 
got to that point at that time. He appeared to be evasive about answering Ms. O'Tool's 
question on how he dealt with it, by saying he dealt with it with extreme difficulty. He 
pretended to not know what Ms, O'Tool was looking for. He did not answer the question 
concerning how he dealt with crossing the line fantasy. Ms. O'fool advised him that his 
purpose for the trailer was death to which he responded that she and Agent Schum think a 
jike. Ms, O'Tool gat in close proximity to David Parker Ray and ask if it were possible 
for one to have conflicting feeling inside oneself. David Parker Ray sat with his legs 
crossed, hands clasped in his lap, slumped in his chair, leaning back toward the corner 
of the chair opposite of Ms. O'Tool. There were no physical barriers between them. David 
Parker Ray appeared nervous and uncomfortable and requested to take a break. 


After the break, David Parker Ray stated the question of conflict of emotions had 
disturbed him for years. He has never come to grips with it. When the bad side inside 
him becomes dominant, he attempts to suppress it or control it. When suppression can not 
be done, then it is controlled by playing fantasies out with drawings, dolls, or 
creating objects until the feelings pass, When the control becomes boring, a new type of 
control hag to be developed, It adds to the progression, He stated the control tactic 
backfired on him. The function worked well for a short period of time but he had a 
relapse and he would have to start over again, He stated it was frustrating because he 
would focused on his job and the urge would hit, then he would change his focus on 
resisting the fantasy, then lose focus on his job, then lose interest in his job, then 
quit his job. His urge has gotten more aggressive over the years, 


David Parker Ray stated that during the Candy Fair times, he had trouble maintaining an 
erection, Candy Fair suggested he use Viagra. He stated he went to Dr. Wells and 
obtained it and "it really helped." He stated for over forty (40) years he has not had 
good performance in his sex life, but Viagra helped. When Ms. O'Tool asked about when he 
crossed the line, he reverted to the Cindy Vigil case. He stated he made a deal with 
Cindy Vigil to pay her forty dollars ($40.00) for straight sex. They discussed bondage 
and she decided she was not interested, He then wrestled her down and restrained her 
until they arrived at the rest area south of Bernando. He offered her more money and she 
accepted four hundred and fifty dollars ($450.00) for three (3) one (1) hour sessions 
over a three (3) day period, Cindy Vigil was suffering withdrawals from narcotics and 
resisted, He stated that at that time he crossed the line. He described Cindy Hendy as 
being the catalyst for that incident. Cindy Hendy has similar fantasies and wanted to 
experience it as a "top" or observer. David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy decided to hire a 
prostitute. He stated he was not into it, but wanted to ghow Cindy Hendy what it was 
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about. He stated it turned into a nightmare and neither he nor Cindy Hendy enjoyed it, 
He stated that on Monday Cindy Vigil wanted to go home and he planned to take her home 
after he got off work. He only offered her three hundred ($300.06) dollars and Cindy 
Vigil was mad, Cindy Vigil received no severe whipping but they did use the cattle prod 
on her twice and Electro shock on her nipples, which did not cause extreme pain, 


David Parker Ray stated he controls his urges to an extent that he is extremely cautious 
when he sets situations up, to avoid any problems. Some of his preparation included 
adding an extension welded to an eyebolt that is screwed into a beam to give more 
Support. A dildo on a stand with spikes is a conversation piece only, When it is used, 
the spikes are removed prior to insertion. He takes precautions to minimize injuries, 
relating to his mind set at the time. His fantasy with Cindy Vigil to experience Bondage 
and Discipline activities were similar to his experience with Candy Fair. He did not 
take Cindy Vigil to the Toybox due to her attitude, which killed the fantasy and urge 
for himself and Cindy Hendy. Cindy Vigil's was diarrheic and she was constantly 
requesting heroin. 


David Parker Ray stated an envelope, which contained eight hundred and forty dollars 
($840.00) cash, was placed in an envelope under a drawer in the bathroom. He was going 
to give Cindy Vigil three hundred dollars ($300.00) from that and take her back to 
Albuquerque. He stated Cindy Vigil's mind set is different and exaggerated from what was 
actually done to her, causing misconceptions. Ms. O'Tool asked about Amitripolene that 
was located in the Toybox and in his residence. David Parker Ray stated he only knew of 
it as sleeping pills and thought it might be used to live out a fantasy but he used it 
to help him sleep. He never used it for fantasies but used it in a fantasy to put 
someone to sleep. He bought the subscription for Amitripolene from other unidentified 
individuals, He was fascinated with Phenobarbital, cotton tail, and other narcotics for 
fantasy drugs due to their hypnosis qualities. During his researched of these drugs, he 
learned they would be good for control. Kelly Hein was not given any narcotics. He 
declined to discuss her case due to being a possible witness in her case involving his 
daughter, Jesse Ray. 


In the fantasy cycle David Parker Ray would matsurbate two (2) or three (3) times daily. 
Using old fantasies was not successful and he needed to create new fantasies, He took a 
photograph of Cindy Vigil to memorize her but he is not much into photographs. He 
memorizes things in his mind instead of using tangible items. He stated sexual sadist 
will xecord and keep mementos. He said he is not consistent with studies of sexual 
sadists in that he does not keep records of his fantasies and he does not fantasize 
about girls, he fantasizes about fantasies because there is no reality in what his 
desires are, He stated there was no point in keeping records of it. David Parker Ray 
appeared to be evasive and untruthful, side stepping issues and had no sign of changing 
his behavior, He appeared defensive and in a bad mood. 


After lunch, Ms. O'Tool requested that David Parker Ray get back on track with the 
truth. David Parker Ray asked that we consider him being a new convert in crossing the 
line and that is why he was caught. Ms. O'fool told him by looking at the Toybox, people 
have died in there as a result of his violent sexual tendencies. He remained silent 
throughout her statements. He then requested to speak with Mr. McMillan after which 
David Parker Ray declined further interview. The interview sessions were terminated. 
David Parker Ray stated there were no bodies, no stash, and further stated that he may 
consider continuing with the interview at a later date. David Parker Ray was returned to

t was assigned by Lieutenant Gabe Romero to assist in this investigation and arrived in 
Truth or Consequences on April 5, 1999. 


On April 9, 1999, Agent Wesley Waller and I interviewed Ms. Zeferina Hadley, who had 
been incarcerated with Cynthia Hendy after her arrest for this case. Ms. Hadley had 
contacted the Command Post and wanted to te] someone what she had learned from Hendy 
while in the Sierra County jail. 


Interview: Ms. Zeferina Hadley 
The interview was recorded and the tape will remain in my possession. 


Ms. Hadley was accompanied by her counselor, Mr. Al Roth. Ms. Hadley was housed with 
Hendy for approximately 1 hour on March 25, 1999. Hendy did not mention any names, but 
told Ms. Hadley "they," “hung them upside down," and "put things inside them." Hendy 
also told Ms. Hadley "they," ‘cut them and threw them in the lake." Hendy added that 
there was a boat that had been cut up and buried in the yard of Ray's residence and, 
referring to Ms. Cindy Vigil, she told Ms. Hadley that she had told "the one that got 
away" to leave, 


Ms. Hadley had no other information regarding this case. 


This was the extent of my involvement in this case. 
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SYNOPSIS 


This supplement report is the continuation of supplemental report # eleven. It also 
supplements Agent Libicer's original report surrounding the intelligence collection of 
David P. Ray. 


CASE STATUS: ACTIVE 


INCIDENT NO. 
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At. approximately 2:45 p.m. I was contacted by T or C Police Officer Jim Starr who stated 
he had been at a District Court hearing involving Pamela MoQuin and Duane Hinckle. 
During her testimony, Pamela MoQuin advised the District Judge she had been beaten up by 
Duane HinckLe and she had taken a .357 Ruger Blackhawk handgun that belonged to Duane 
Hinckle who had reported it stolen. Officer Starr stated Duane Hinckle advised that 
Pamela MoQuin reportedly gave the hand gun to David Parker Ray. After reviewing the 
inventory form listing items seized as evidence from David Parker Ray's residence, it 
was discovered the hand gun was listed as having been in David Parker Ray's residence. 


On April 3, 1999 I contacted Pamela MoQuin and requested she meet me at the State Police 
office for an additional interview concerning the David Parker Ray investigation. At 

approximately 10:20 a.m, FBI Agent Ida Acosta and myself met with Pamela MoQuin at the T 
or C State Police office who provided the following information. 


INTERVIEW: PAMELA MOQUIN 


Pamela MoQuin stated Cindy Hendy had dated her former husband, Duane Hinckle, for a 
short time but was not sure of the date when Duane Hinckle and Cindy Hendy broke up, but 
further stated that in February 1999 she was advised by David Parker Ray, that he and 
Cindy Hendy were thinking about getting married. David Parker Ray stated Cindy Hendy had 
"quit drinking and was nice now." 


Pamela MoQuin stated that during February 1999 she and her two (2) children had been 
invited to David Parker Ray's residence for dinner and after dinner had contacted a 
subject identified as Milford Brock. Milford Brock was approximately eighty (80) years 
old and she had offered to assist him while she stayed at his residence. Milford Brock 
told her that she could not come to his residence due to his girlfriend's jealousy. 
Pamela MoQuin stated she then requested to stay the night at David Parker Ray's 
residence and stayed there for approximately three (3) days. Pamela MoQuin and her 
children moved out due to a conflict between her and Cindy Hendy, Gilbert Delrio stated 
to her that she, (Pamela MoQuin) was going to be killed by David Parker Ray and Cindy 


Hendy. 


Pamela MoQuin stated that on one occasion she and her two children were on a sailboat 
with David Parker Ray when he advised her son that the way to make a body sink was to 
split it open and puncture the lungs. Pamela MoQuin stated a female subject identified 
as Lucille Benda advised her Jesse Ray had attempted to set up a date between her and 
David Parker Ray, but it apparently did not materialize. Pamela MoQuin stated she had no 
further information concerning this investigation, This concluded my interview with 


Pamela MoQuin., 


At approximately 1:50 p.m. I met with Teresa Baca at the Damsite Restaurant where she 
was employed. Teresa Baca agreed to be interviewed and provided the following 
information concerning the David Parker Ray investigation. 


INTERVIEW: TERESA BACA 


Teresa Baca had met Jesse Ray who was employed for her brother, Joe Baca, at his 
mechanic's shop. Jesse Ray had been employed with Joe Baca for approximately one (1) 
year. Teresa Baca met David Parker Ray through Jesse Ray in October 1996, and had 
visited David Parker Ray's residence three (3) or four (4) times over a period of about 
four (4) months, She did not feel comfortable at David Parker Ray's residence as they 
were very secretive about their “home life.® David Parker Ray appeared "creepy looking" 
and she had developed an "intuition that lead to an odd feeling about Jesse Ray." Teresa 
Baca was unable to specify what lead to these feelings. 


Teresa Baca stated that on one occasion in June 1998 she, her friend Rachel Ramirez, and 
Jesse Ray were at David Parker Ray's residence watching a movie during the afternoon, 
They all fell asleep until around 4:00 p.m., and since she did not feel comfortable, she 
and Rachel Ramirez left the residence about an hour later. 


Teresa Baca, Rachel Ramirez, and several other unidentified female subjects accompanied 
David Parker Ray on a sailboat ride to the Kettletop area. She observed David Parker Ray 
appear to climb to the top of Kettletop with ease. Jesse Ray would be able to keep a 

visual contact on David Parker Ray as he climbed Kettletop and he later returned from a 
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Teresa Baca was acquainted with Marie Parker for approximately three (3) months before 
her disappearance. Marie Parker had dated a subject identified only as Mark who was 
employed at Raymond's Lounge. This subject was later identified as Mark Caruso, Teresa 
Baca stated she had no further information relating to this investigation. This 
concluded my interview with Teresa Baca.

On April 3, 1999 at approximately 3:30 p.m. I met with Roy Yancy for the purpose of a 
follow up investigation regarding information indicating he had been a victim of David 
Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy. I reminded Roy Yancy of his Miranda warnings and that this 
interview would be to obtain information relating to him being a victim. Roy Yancy 

stated he understood the Miranda warnings and agreed to the interview and provided the 
following information. 


INTERVIEW: ROY YANCY 


Roy Yancy stated he had no knowledge of having been a victim of David Parker Ray and 
Cindy Hendy. Roy Yancy stated that a few months prior, he had witnessed David Parker Ray 
"torture" a female identified as Candy Fair. This incident had occurred inside a white 
utility trailer referred to as the "Toy Box." Candy Fair had been a willing participant 
and David Parker Ray had tied her from the ceiling with chains and had whipped her. He 
had utilized clips and needies on her nipples. He also utilized a device that was 
connected to a "dildo" that moved back and forth. This session lasted less than an hour. 


Roy Yancy stated that in 1997 or 1998 he had been looking at Penthouse magazines that 
were at David Parker Ray's residence when David Parker Ray related that he and his 
former wife would "have those bondage pleasures together." Roy Yancy stated he had never 
met David Parker Ray's former wife but stated that "she could be dead," David Parker 
Ray's daughter, Jesse Ray, was present when David Parker Ray commented that "they were 
into weird, kinky kind of sex." Roy Yancy stated he was shown photographs of David 
Parker Ray's former wife while she was tied up. This was Roy Yancy's first knowledge of 
David Parker Ray and Jesse Ray being involved in "S and M." 


Roy Yancy stated he had allowed himself to be "tied up" and stated he had also "tied up” 
various female partners for sexual pleasure, but it had always been consensual and they 
never indulged in torture. Roy Yancy had experimented with a homo-sexual affair with his 
friend David Rivera a few months earlier, and the encounter with was consensual and 

there was no penetration and no force or bondage type of activities involved. 


Roy Yancy stated he felt David Parker Ray wanted to get him involved with "kidnapping" 
women but he never spoke of it, Approximately a year ago, Jesse Ray advised him David 
Parker Ray had been "doing it for a lot of years." Roy Yancy stated at that time he did 
not believe her regarding David Parker Ray being “into kinky sex." Jesse Ray stated that 
David Parker Ray had kidnapped and tortured women. He stayed with David Parker Ray and 
during that time David Parker Ray showed him the “toy box" David Parker Ray stated it 
was used for an adrenaline rush and the items on the wall were used as scare tactics. 
David Parker Ray showed him "what the chair could do" and showed him some of the nipple 
clips. Roy Yancy stated he never saw anyone in the chair except Candy Fair. Roy Yancy 
and David Parker Ray traveled to Albuquerque in David Parker Ray's RV and would "cruise 
Central looking for hookers." 


When Roy Yancy dated Cindy Hendy, she would get drunk and get rough but he was never 
bound up against his will. Roy Yancy was only aware of Cindy Hendy and Candy Fair being 
involved with "S and M" at David Parker Ray's residence. Roy Yancy, David Parker Ray, 
Cindy Hendy, and Candy Fair were on the lake on David Parker Ray's sailboat when Cindy 
Hendy tied Candy Fair to a rail. Candy Fair was naked at the time and Cindy Hendy began 
"sucking Candy's tits and sticking a dildo in her vagina or rectum,“ but he was unsure 
which, 


During the course of this encounter, as Roy Yancy related, Cindy Hendy had been 
performing oral sex on Candy Fair while he and David Parker Ray used a dildo on Cindy 
Hendy. Candy Fair had been holding an "electric shocker" and began shocking herself 
Cindy Hendy became angry because she had an orgasm too soon and- began to get real rough 
and started throwing things after which David Parker Ray handcuffed her to the boat and 
began “paddling" her, Cindy Hendy wanted it done to her and that it was all consensual, 
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Roy Yancy stated if he had been a victim of David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy, he did not 
recall it but he could have been drugged during the incident and not remember it. Roy 


Yancy stated he had no further information concerning this investigation. This concluded 
my interview with Roy Yancy. 


On April 4, 1999 at approximately 8:00 a.m. I arrived at the Command Post for a briefing 
session. Agent Rich Libicer stated we would be accompanying Officer David Candelaria in 
the State Police boat to the Kettletop area to conduct a search of the area for possible 
evidence, At approximately 11:00 a.m. we arrived at the south side of Kettletop and 
surveyed the area. Several areas were located on the ground which appeared to have been 
disturbed. A three foot hole was dug in one of these areas where two maggots, a green 
leaf that appeared to be different from the shrubs of that immediate area, and a Junebug 
were recovered. These items were taken for further examination and the area was marked 


for future surveying. 


On April 5, 1999 at approximately 8:00 a.m, I arrived at the Command Post for a briefing 
session and obtained additional leads, I was advised to locate Shannon Crowder who is 
employed at Alco Drug Store and who may have information concerning the David Parker Ray 
investigation. At approximately 9:00 a.m. I met with Patty Stevens at the Bluewaters 
Saloon who gave me names of former employees who had been working the night Marie Parker 


disappeared. 


I then contacted John Mayfield and Rebecca Smith who stated they had information 
concerning the David Parker Ray investigation. At approximately 11:00 a.m. I met with 
John Mayfield and Rebecca Smith at their residence who provided the following 
information. 


INTERVIEW: REBECCA SMITH 


Rebecca Smith stated she had known David Parker Ray since March 1997, She had met Jesse 
Ray approximately two (2) days prior to being introduced to David Parker Ray. Rebecca 
Smith would refer to David Parker Ray as "Dad" because she was aware of his perversions 
and it was her way of advising him their relationship was limited to friendship. 


She moved in with David Parker Ray in November 1997 for approximately a week but always 
felt safe, Rebecca Smith's former employer from the Old West Saloon that was located in 
El Paso, Texas, identified as Johnny Preston, kept stalking her. Rebecca Smith had 
mentioned to David Parker Ray that she wished Johnny Preston would leave her alone. 
David Parker Ray advised her it would be really easy to “bring him out here, slit him up 
the middle, put rocks in him, wrap him in chicken wire, and throw him in the lake." 
Rebecca Smith had been involved with John Mayfield and several times Jesse Ray had 
advised her to bring John Mayfield to their residence to "dispose of him." Rebecca 
Smith did not know why Jesse Ray made those comments. 


Jesse Ray had advised Rebecca Smith that David Parker Ray was "quite an outlaw and one 
not to cross,” Rebecca Smith was on a sailboat ride with David Parker Ray approximately 
twenty (20) times and aside from David Parker Ray, only females were allowed to 
participate. David Parker Ray would refer to it as "girl's day out." Rebecca Smith was 
sitting next to David Parker Ray on the sailboat when he wrapped a rope loosely around 
her ankles and commented, "I got you now." Rebecca Smith stated she was easily able to 


pull free. 


Rebecea Smith had a conversation with David Parker Ray in July 1998 where she advised 
him she may have to move into his residence again. David Parker Ray stated to her that 
since they knew each other better, he would not have to be "such a gentleman," David 
Parker Ray stated he would give Jesse Ray money and she would double it from dealing 


with marijuana sales. 


Rebecca Smith stated that in July 1997 she visited Jesse Ray at David Parker Ray's 
residence and observed her digging a hole to bury an engine that was used with a cherry 
picker. Rebecca Smith stated she assisted Jesse Ray in digging the hole, wrapped the 
engine in plastic, and buried it ina hole approximately six (6) feet deep. Rebecca 
smith stated it may still be buried and was located near to where the trailer identified 
as the "toy box” was parked. 


avid Parker 


Rebecca Smith stated that in February 1999 she and Marla Chavez had called D 
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Ray and asked if they could come by his residence to pay back money they owed. David 
Parker Ray reluctantly agreed, Rebecca Smith stated she observed David Parker Ray appear 
"extremely nervous" and she felt he was attempting to get them to leave quietly. David 
Parker Ray stated he was tired and had to lay down and sleep. David Parker Ray kept 
looking nervously down the hallway. 


Rebecca Smith stated she and Marla Chavez were sitting on the couch located in the front 
living room area when the wind caught the front door blowing it open suddenly. David 
Parker Ray jumped up nervously and looked shocked, David Parker Ray walk down the hall 
and closed the door and he again advised he was tired and was going to get some rest 
while Jesse Ray and Sandy Rivera were gone, Rebecca Smith and Marla Chavez left the 
residence, Jesse Ray and Sandy Rivera had been "involved" in a relationship at that 
time, 


Rebecca Smith stated that sometime around February 1998 she had knowledge of a subject 
she knew only as Peter Pan who sold jewelry in the T or C area from his white Ford van. 
Peter Pan stayed in a large blue tent at Rock Canyon and had been arrested by the 
Sheriff's Department. He was accompanied by a prostitute from Albuquerque identified 
only as "New York" described as being five feet, six inches, (5' 6") in height and one 
hundred and thirty pounds (130 lbs.) in weight with mid shoulder length black hair. 
David Parker Ray did not like them, Rebecca Smith did not know the true. identity of 
Peter Pan or New York. 


New York moved in with David Parker Ray and Jesse Ray for approximately three (3) days. 
Rebecca Smith asked Jesse Ray about New York, who replied, "we don't have to worry about 
her anymore, we dropped her off in Albuquerque." Rebecca Smith had not seen New York 
since. Rebecca Smith had met several hitchhikers that had been picked up by Jesse Ray 
and brought to their residence. Rebecca Smith stated these hitchhikers would be allowed 
to stay in David Parker Ray's motor home which would be parked at the beach, or would 
stay in his tent also located on the beach or at his residence. Jesse Ray had picked up 
hitchhikers since she and Rebecca Smith have known each other. Rebecca Smith stated she 
had no knowledge or involvement of any type of sexual activities relating to bondage or 
kidnapping incidents. 


Rebecca Smith stated she had worked at the bowling alley and met Marie Parker in duly 
1996 when she and Frank Jackson bowled. She also saw Marie Parker at Raymond's Lounge 
erying “over Frank Jackson" and had knowledge she had moved in with Mark Caruso. Rebecca 
Smith stated she did not remember seeing Marie Parker at David Parker Ray's residence 
but knew they had verbal contact. Rebecca Smith stated she did observe Roy Yancy at 
David Parker Ray's residence several times but never observed anything unusual. Rebecca 
Smith stated she last saw Marie Parker shortly after she moved out of Mark Caruso's 
residence. Rebecca Smith stated she had no further information relating to this 
investigation. This concluded my interview with Rebecca Smith. 


INTERVIEW; JOHN MAYFIELD 


At approximately 11:30 a.m. I met with John Mayfield who stated that in May 1998 he sold 
David Parker Ray two weapons, a .22 caliber long rifle and a 30-30 caliber rifle. David 
Parker Ray stated to him the 30-30 rifle had been given to Jesse Ray. John Mayfield 
stated he was aware David Parker Ray owned a ,38 caliber handgun. John Mayfield stated 
he had been at David Parker Ray's residence on February 1997 when David Parker Ray 
showed him a Llama .380 which was black with brown handgrips. David Parker Ray stated he 
had bought the weapon for ten doliars ($10.00), but did not say who he bought it from. 
John Mayfield stated he had no further information relating to this investigation. This 
concluded my interview with John Mayfield. 


At approximately 4:00 p.m. I contacted Jean EB. Utterback at her residence who stated she 
had very little information concerning the David Parker Ray investigation, but did agree 
to be interviewed. 


INTERVIEW: JEAN E. UTTERBACK 


Jean E, Utterback stated she had known Roy Yancy for approximately six (6) or seven (7) 
months and had "partied" a couple of times with Cindy Hendy, but had not seen her for 
about a year. Jean BE. Utterback stated she did not know David Parker Ray and had not 
talked to anyone specifically about the David Parker Ray investigation. Jean E. 
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Utterback stated she had no further information concerning this investigation, This 
concluded my interview with Jean E. Utterback, 


At approximately 6:00 p.m. I contacted Mark Caruso at his residence who stated he had 
information concerning Marie Parker. 


INTERVIEW: MARK CARUSO 


Mark Caruso did not know David Parker Ray or Cindy Hendy but had met David Parker Ray's 
daughter, Jesse Ray, at Raymond's Lounge. Mark Caruso was employed at Raymond's Lounge 
as a bartender from 1994 to 1997, He met Marie Parker around 1992 and had dated her and 
had last seen her the day before she disappeared. Mark Caruso and Marie Parker had 
broken up and had been discussing the prospects of getting back together, Marie Parker 
had been partying at the lake with Pablo Nuanes and a one legged man identified only as 
"Hoppy." Marie Parker had advised him that she, her daughters, and her brother Tom 
McCauley would shower at David Parker Ray's residence and that Marie Parker had often 


"hung out" with Jesse Ray. 


Mark Caruso had knowledge that Marie Parker, Clay Hein, Kelli Van Cleave, and David 
Conley were partying together at the Bluewaters Saloon the night Marie Parker 
disappeared and that Clay Hein and David Conley had been camped close to Marie Parker at 
the lake. Mark Caruso stated Kelli Van Cleave has since moved to Colorado. Mark Caruso 
was advised by Joe Chavez that he had Marie Parker's two daughters the night she 
disappeared. Marie Parker's former boyfriend, Shannon, threatened to beat her up and 
take her two daughters away from her. Mark Caruso he did not know Shannon's last name. 
He was later identified as Shannon Crowder, Mark Caruso stated he had no further 
information concerning this investigation. This concluded my interview with Mark Caruso. 


On April 6, 1999 at approximately 12:40 p.m. Agent Carrie Parbs and myself met with 
Shannon Crowder at the Alco Drug Store where he was employed. Shannon Crowder stated he 
had limited information concerning this investigation, but agreed to be interviewed. 


INTERVIEW: SHANNON D, CROWDER 


Shannon Crowder stated he and Marie Parker dated when she was approximately twenty (20) 
years old and last saw Marie Parker in November 1996 when she lived at the Trade Winds 
Apartments. Shannon Crowder stated he was working with Roy Yancy building fences in 
November 1998 when his pick up truck broke down and he parked it at David Parker Ray's 
residence, Shannon Crowder stated he left his pick up at David Parker Ray's residence 
until January 1999 when David Parker Ray called him to move it. Shannon Crowder stated 
Roy Yancy advised him about going on a boat ride in which "spankings" would occur, 
Shannon Crowder stated Roy Yancy made no other comments about the boat ride and Shannon 
Crowder stated he knew Roy Yancy and Cindy Hendy had been dating. Shannon Crowder stated 
he had no further information concerning this investigation. This concluded my interview 


with Shannon Crowder. | 


On April 7, 1999 at approximately 7:00 a.m. I arrived at the Command Post and 
subsequently traveled to the Kettletop area with several agents from State Police and 
FBI to conduct a thorough search of the area for possible evidence concerning the David 
Parker Ray investigation. A search was conducted in the surrounding areas of Kettletop 
with no evidence being discovered. 


At approximately 2:30 p.m. I arrived at the New Mexico Works Program in an effort to 
contact Lucille Benda, I was advised by the lead information system at the Command Post 
that Lucille Benda had information concerning the David Parker Ray investigation. I was 
informed Lucille Benda had left for the day and would not return until the following 
day. I proceeded to Lucille Benda's residence located at 218 E. and Street in Torc, I 
was able to Locate a mail box with her address printed on it but was unable to Locate 


her residence. 


Agent Parbs and myself arrived at the Sierra County Detention Facility at approximately 
4;17 p.m. and met with Kevin Jeff Rankin who was incarcerated awaiting trial. Jeff 
Rankin stated he had information concerning Marie Parker. 


INTERVIEW: KEVIN JEFF RANKIN 
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Jeff Rankin stated he had met Marie Parker in 1995 through her brother, Tom McCauley. 
Jeff Rankin stated his association with Marie Parker was only due to his friendship with 
Tom McCauley. Marie Parker and Clay Hein had dated in 1987 but that Clay Hein did not 
like her because she "ripped him off of drug money," Marie Parker "had a sugar daddy" 
who lived in Texas who would come to T or C on the weekends to visit her. Jeff Rankin 
stated he did not know the identification of Marie Parker's "sugar daddy," but Marie 
Parker would stay at his residence sometimes. Jeff Rankin and Tom McCauley would use the 
"sugar daddy's" jet skies. Clay Hein would constantly be jealous of Marie Parker and her 
"sugar daddy's" relationship. 


Jeff Rankin stated he was unsure of the dates, but thought that on July 4, 1997 at 
approximately 12:00 noon he and Tom McCauley accompanied Marie Parker to her camp site 
where they met Clay Hein and two other unidentified men. Marie Parker's daughters were 
with his mother, Fay Teakell, until after 6:00 p.m, when she left them with an 
unidentified couple who lived in a brown mobile home located behind the Elks Club. This 
couple was later identified as Joe and Mary Chavez. Jeff Rankin stated that at 
approximately 6:30 p.m., Marie Parker left him and Tom McCauley at the residence of Alex 
McAlester and stated she was going to the Bluewaters Saloon. Jeff Rankin and Tom 
McCauley fell asleep and did not wake up until approximately 9:30 a.m. the following 
morning, 


Jeff Rankin and Tom McCauley borrowed Alex McAlester's vehicle and drove to the 
Bluewaters Saloon looking for Marie Parker, Jeff Rankin stated they did not see Marie 
Parker's vehicle so they checked at Clay Hein's residence, but no one was there, Jeff 
Rankin stated they then traveled to Marie Parker’s campsite and found it had been moved. 
An unidentified subject advised them the people at that campsite had moved out 
approximately an hour before. Jeff Rankin stated they drove by the Bluewaters Saloon 
again and still did not see Marie Parker's vehicle. When they did not locate Marie 
Parker, he and Tom McCauley "did their own thing.” 


Jeff Rankin stated that on July 6, 1997 at approximately 10:30 a.m. he and Tom McCauley 
borrowed Alex McAlester's vehicle again to try and locate Marie Parker and at 
approximately 12:00 noon they observed her vehicle parked at the Bluewaters Saloon. The 
right side door of Marie Parker's vehicle was unlocked and he observed her purse in 
between the front seats. Jeff Rankin learned from an unidentified bartender who worked 
at the Bluewaters Saloon that Marie Parker entered the bar the night before at 
approximately 8:30 or 9:00 p.m. alone, had one drink, and left around 9:30 p.m. and 
never returned. Jeff Rankin had not seen Marie Parker since that weekend. Jeff Rankin 
stated he had no further information concerning this investigation. This concluded my 
interview with Jeff Rankin. 


On April 8, 1999 at approximately 8:00 a.m. I arrived at the Command Post for a briefing 
session and obtained additional lead information and Agent Libicer advised me that I 
would be assigned as the case agent to follow up the missing persons case involving 
Marie Parker reference any possible connection between her disappearance and the David 
Parker Ray investigation. I then obtained all copies of previous police reports for 
review. 


At approximately 12:00 p.m. I met with Patty Stevens and Fay Parker at the Bluewaters 
Saloon, Patty Stevens stated she had no information concerning the night Marie Parker 
disappeared. Patty Stevens stated her former employees may have information concerning 
the weekend of July 4, 1997 relating to Marie Parker's disappearance. Patty Stevens 
stated her former employees included Jessica Hearn, Teresa Foreman, Aimee Grimes, Fay 
Parker, and Tannen Cumiford. Patty Stevens stated a subject identified as Dan Dansforth 
worked in the mornings as a janitor. Patty Stevens stated she was not sure who had been 
working the night Marie Parker disappeared. Fay Parker stated she had been working the 
bar on the weekend of July 4, 1997 but did not remember seeing Marie Parker or anything 
that may have been related to this investigation. 


At approximately 1:00 p.m. I met with Jessica Hearn at the T or C Post Office where she 
was currently employed. Jessica Hearn stated she had been employed at the Bluewaters 
Saloon as a waitress during the weekend of July 4, 1997. Jessica Hearn had no 
recollection of that particular weekend as far as events concerning Marie Parker, 
Jessica Hearn stated she did not remember who might have been in the saloon the night of 
Marie Parker's disappearance nor did she have knowledge of the location of any of the 
former employees of the Bluewaters Saloon. 
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I then met with Special Investigations Agent Lou Mallion and requested he contact the 
former employees of the Bluewaters Saloon and obtain a statement from them concerning 
this investigation. Agent Mallion later advised me he was unable to locate Tannen 
Cumiford and Teresa Foreman. Agent Mallion advised me Aimee Grimes had moved to an 
undisclosed location in northern New Mexico. Agent Mallion stated he did contact Dan 
Dansforth who advised he had no information relating to the Marie Parker case. 


At approximately 1:00 p.m, I met with a female who resided in a brown mobile home 
Located behind the Elks Club who stated she had no knowledge of Marie Parker but thought 
there had been another brown mobile home next to hers that had been moved several months 
prior. The unidentified female referred me to the owners of the property identified as 
Mr. and Mrs. Potter who reside three blocks away. At approximately 1:15 p.m. I met with 
Mr. and Mrs. Potter who stated a brown mobile home belonging to Joe and Mary Chavez had 
been re-located several months prior. Mr. and Mrs. Potter advised me Mary Chavez was 
employed at Martin Motors as a "book keeper,” 


At approximately 1:50 p.m. I met with Mary Chavez at Martin Motors who stated she had 
information regarding Marie Parker and her daughters and agreed to an interview, 


INTERVIEW: MARY CHAVEZ 


Mary Chavez stated that on Friday, July 4, 1997, at approximately 2:00 p.m. Marie Parker 
brought her two daughters to her residence and she baby~sat them until approximately 
8:30 a.m. the following morning. During this time she and her husband, Joe, lived in a 
mobile home behind the Elks Club, Marie Parker and Tom McCauley picked the children up 
that morning. Marie Parker had slept in her vehicle behind Raymond's Lounge because they 
would not allow her to camp overnight at the lake during holidays. 


Mary Chavez stated thal sometime during the afternoon of July 5, 1997, Marie Parker 
arrived at her residence with her daughters and stated she had met Joe Chavez at 
Raymond's Lounge. She had asked him if they would baby sit-her daughters again. Mary 
Chavez stated she agreed to baby-sit the children again, Marie Parker had been 
accompanied by a male subject who remained in the vehicle and who was described as thin 
with long blonde hair, Marie Parker was wearing a very short cut-off with a black bikini 
top. Marie Parker stated she would pick her daughters up the following morning, but she 
never returned, Mary Chavez kept the children for approximately two (2) weeks. 


Marie Parker had been employed at the Fast Stop on ‘third Street, Marie Parker's brothex, 
Tom McCauley, came by a few days after her disappearance to see the children and stayed 
for approximately fifteen (15) minutes. Tom McCauley was supposed to bring clothes for 
the children from Marie Parker's vehicle which had still been parked at the Bluewaters 
Saloon, Tom McCauley never brought any clothes by Mary Chavez' residence so she drove to 
the Bluewaters Saloon in an attempt to get clothes for the children and observed Marie 
Parker's vehicle parked there, Mary Chavez stated this was Wednesday following the 4th 
of July weekend. Mary Chavez stated she had no further information concerning this 
investigation. This concluded my interview with Mary Chavez. 


At approximately 2:50 p.m. I met with Randy Ashbaugh who owns the Fast Stop store 
located on Third Street and also met with his office manager, Kelly Armijo who stated 
Marie Parker had been employed there since May 9, 1997 up to the weekend she 
disappeared. Kelly Armijo stated Marie Parker was assigned to work the liquor counter 
from 3:00 p.m, to midnight. Documents indicated Marie Parker had worked the Friday shift 
on July 4, 1997 but failed to show up to work on Saturday July 5, 1997. Randy Ashbaugh 
stated Marie Parker never showed up to work after that weekend and he still had her 


final pay check. 


INTERVIEW: RANDY ASHBAUGH 


Marie Parker had been employed at the Fast Stop store during the weekend of July 1997. 
Marie Parker was assigned to work the liquor counter from 3:00 p.m, to 12:00 a.m. on the 
evening of July 5, 1997 but failed to show up. Randy Ashbaugh stated he had not seen 
Marie Parker after that weekend and provided employment records concerning Marie Parker 
as well as a copy of her last pay check that was never claimed, Reference can be made to 
the copies of the attached employment documents for further information. Randy Ashbaugh 
stated he had no further information concerning this investigation. This concluded my 
interview with Randy Ashbaugh. 
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At approximately 3:30 p.m. I met with Sonja Hall at her residence located at the Trade 
Winds Apartments. Sonja Hall provided the following information concerning the Marie 
Parker investigation. 


INTERVIEW: SONJA HALL 


Marie Parker and Sonja Hall were neighbors in March 1997. Sonja Hall stated Marie Parker 
had been seeing a male subject from Texas identified as Larry Brock, and he had given 
Marie Parker a ring and wanted to marry her. Marie Parker did not really care for him 
but would use him to get money. Marie Parker had “hocked" the ring at the Sierra Trading 
Company. Sonja Hall stated she had no further information concerning this investigation. 
This concluded my interview with Sonja Hall. 


At approximately 4:30 p.m. I met with Cheryl Snyder who was employed at the Sierra 
Trading Company. Cheryl Snyder located documents that indicated Marie Parker had hocked 
a 1/2 C¥. 14.00KT 2,30GRM W ring. These records indicated this ring was hocked November 
18, 1996 and reclaimed December 14, 1996. It was hocked again December 16, 1996 and 
again reclaimed May 1, 1997. The ring was hocked again June 3, 1997 and again reclaimed 
September 3, 1997. I met with former employee, Fred Mramor, who handled the September 
transaction but Fred Mramor stated he could not remember who claimed the ring. I was 
later informed by Agent Mallion advissed that he made contact with Larry Brock in Texas 
who stated he had reclaimed the ring the final time. Reference can be made to the 
attached copies of transactions relating to the ring for further information. 


On April 9, 1999 at approximately 9:00 a.m, I met with State Police Sergeant K. C. 
Rogers at the Command Post who stated he had been involved with interviewing Cindy Hendy 
and she had related an incident involving Roy Yancy strangling a young woman to death. 
Sergeant Rogers stated Cindy Hendy advised him the body of the young woman was dumped 
into a ravine north of T or C and David Parker Ray had also been present. 


At approximately 1:00 p.m. I met Roy Yancy at the Black Range Motel and asked if he 
would agree to be interviewed in reference to additional information we had received. I 
advised Roy Yancy that this interview would be conducted at the State Police office. Roy 
Yancy agreed to the interview but stated he did not have a ride to the State Police 
office. I advised Roy Yancy that I would give him a ride to the State Police office and 
return him afterwards, I reminded Roy Yancy of his Miranda warnings in which he stated 
he remembered and understood them. I then presented Roy Yancy a Miranda warning form and 
asked him to read it. Roy Yancy read it and stated to me he understood it. Roy Yancy 
then signed the form indicating he understood the Miranda warnings. At approximately 
1:30 p.m. I arrived at the State Police office and met Sergeant Rogers and FBI Special 
Agent Garry Brotan. 


Sergeant Rogers advised Roy Yancy that Cindy Hendy had implicated him in the murder of a 
young woman and that this murder involved Roy Yancy strangling her in the “toy box." 
Sergeant Rogers told Roy Yancy that DNA samples would be obtained in an effort to 
substantiate this allegation. Roy Yancy appeared very nervous and stated he was "forced 
into doing it." He also stated, "I didn't want to choke her." Roy Yancy then became 
very nervous and stated he wished to call an attorney. I advised Roy Yancy that I would 
locate a telephone book so that he could contact an attorney and left the room. Upon my 
return I placed the telephone book on the desk in front of Roy Yancy. Sergeant Rogers 
advised me Roy Yancy had agreed to waive his rights to an attorney and give a statement. 
Roy Yancy stated this was true and a taped interview was conducted, 


INTERVIEW: ROY YANCY 


Roy Yancy stated the female subject that he had strangled was Marie Parker and that it 
was David Parker Ray's idea and he had bragged about having many years of torturing, 
raping, and killing women. Roy Yancy stated he knew David Parker Ray for approximately 
five (5) years and that it was David Parker Ray's idea to "get Marie." Roy Yancy stated 
he heard David Parker Ray and his daughter, Jesse Ray, talking about it at David Parker 
Ray's residence. Roy Yancy stated he had a sexual affair with Marie Parker two (2) or 
three (3) days prior to her abduction. He and his father, Martin Yancy, were staying at 
David Parker Ray's residence but that Martin Yancy had no knowledge of the incident 
involving Marie Parker. 


Roy Yancy stated that on the night of July 5, 1997 he and Jesse Ray drove David Parker 
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Ray's white Dodge Ram Charger to the Bluewaters Saloon. He was d@runk during this 
incident and Jesse Ray had advised him they were going to pick up Marie Parker and get 
some "crank." Roy Yancy stated he thought it was a pre-arranged drug deal. Roy Yancy 
stated they arrived at the Bluewaters Saloon around 10:00 p.m. and Jesse Ray went inside 
to get Marie Parker. Roy Yancy stated a short time later, Jesse Ray returned with Marie 
Parker and he understood they had made arrangements to effect a drug deal. Roy Yancy 
stated Jesse Ray drove them to a hill near the north exit of T or C, Roy Yancy stated 
Jesse Ray advised Marie Parker, “he's not here yet." Roy Yancy stated Jesse Ray then 
exited the vehicle and came around to the right side of the vehicle and pointed a 
revolver at Marie Parker and placed handcuffs on her. Roy Yancy stated he heard Jesse 
Ray tell Marie Parker, "shut up or I'll kill you.” 


Roy Yancy stated Jesse Ray placed Marie Parker in the rear of the vehicle and told him 
to watch her and keep her quiet. Roy Yancy stated he complied with Jesse Ray's direction 
and that Marie Parker remained quiet during the ride to David Parker Ray's residence. 
Roy Yancy stated that upon their arrival to David Parker Ray's residence, Jesse Ray and 
David Parker Ray forced Marie Parker into a white utility trailer referred to as the 
“toy box, Roy Yancy stated he went directly into David Parker Ray's residence and drank 
a beer and starred at the television and contemplated calling the police, Roy Yancy 
stated he did not call the police because he was afraid of David Parker Ray due to the 
fact he had a lot of guns and he was a park ranger. 


Roy Yancy stated Marie Parker was in the "toy box" approximately three (3) days and he 
knew she was being tortured by David Parker Ray and Jesse Ray, but that he never entered 
the "toy box" during that time. Roy Yancy stated after the three (3) days, he was 
approached by David Parker Ray and Jesse Ray who advised him "they were done playing 
with her and it was time for her to go." Roy Yancy stated he felt David Parker Ray and 
Jesse Ray meant to kill Marie Parker but he had hoped they would let her go, Roy Yancy 
stated he, David Parker Ray, and Jesse Ray entered the "toy box” around midnight where 
he observed Marie Parker lying on a cot bound with cotton over her eyes as though she 
were asleep, Roy Yancy stated he was given a rope and was told that he knew what he had 
to do. Roy Yancy stated he placed the rope around Marie Parker's neck and began 
strangling her, Roy Yancy stated she seemed to die slow so he placed his knee on her 
chest to help it along. 


Roy Yancy stated that after he strangled Maxie Parker, her nude body was wrapped in a 
dark colored blanket, possibly green. Roy Yancy stated Marie Parker's body was placed in 
the back of the Dodge Ram Charger and transported to a remote area north of T or C. Roy 
Yancy stated David Parker Ray drove the vehicle and Jesse Ray occupied the right front 
seat while he was laying in the back next to Marie Parker's body. Roy Yancy stated he 
felt bad about what had occurred and was holding Marie Parker and crying because he 
still loved her. 


Roy Yancy stated David Parker Ray stopped next to a deep, narrow ravine in a remote area 
and he assisted David Parker Ray and Jesse Ray in removing Marie Parker's body from the 
rear of the vehicle, Roy Yancy stated David Parker Ray and Jesse Ray rolled Marie 
Parker's body out of the blanket into the ravine after which David Parker Ray placed 
dirt on top of her. Roy Yancy stated he was advised by David Parker Ray not to tell 
anyone or he would join her. Roy Yancy stated be had no further information concerning 
this investigation. This concluded the interview with Roy Yancy. 


After the interview with Roy Yancy, he agreed to take us to the location where Marie 
Parker's body had been disposed of. Roy Yancy directed us to the Monticello Canyon area 
on several dirt roads. Roy Yancy stated he was not sure of the exact location because he 
was laying down in the back of the vehicle the night David Parker Ray drove to the 


ravine. 


Roy Yancy stated that when he got out of the vehicle, he noticed a wide turn-around area 
which could be used by service trucks. Roy Yancy stated he also noticed a high line pole 
near the ravine and the ravine was approximately twenty five (25) feet from the edge of 
the road, After an extensive search of the area, Roy Yancy was unable to locate the area 
where Marie Parker's body had been disposed of. Roy Yancy was returned to T or C and 
subsequently booked into the Sierra County Detention Facility. An air search of the 
Monticello Canyon area failed to reveal the location of where Marie Parker's body had 
been buried as described by Roy Yancy.

I ASKED, WHAT TIME DID THIS INCIDENT HAPPEN LAST NIGHT? PARKER SAID SHE GOT TO HER LAST 
FRIEND'S HOUSE AFTER 0300 HRS., BECAUSE HE SAID HE WENT TO BED AT THREE. PARKER SAID HER 
FRIEND COULD NOT FIGURE OUT WHY HE DID NOT HEAR HER KNOCKING. PARKER ESTIMATED THE TIME 
TO BE BETWEEN 0200 HRS. AND 0300 HRS. 


TI ASKED WHO JOHN WAS? ALL PARKER KNEW WAS THAT JOHN WAS SOME GUY FROM ALBUQUERQUE WHO 
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CAME DOWN FOR THE FOURTH OF JULY. PARKER SAID THAT PABLO AND JESSE KNOW HIM. 


PARKER STATED THAT SHE WAS USING JESSE'S TENT, AND THEY WERE SAVING THE CAMPING SPOT FOR 
JESSE, BECAUSE SHE HAS A BUNCH OF FRIENDS COMING DOWN THIS WEEKEND, PARKER SAID THERE 
HAVE BEEN A WHOLE BUNCH OF PEOPLE AROUND THAT THEY DO NOT KNOW. 


I ASKED, WHO IS JESSE?’ PARKER SA1D THAT JESSE'S DAD WAS A STATE PARKS GUY. SHE COULD NOT 
REMEMBER HIS NAME. THEN SHE ASKED RANGER TREMCO WHAT SHE HAD TOLD THEM. THEN SHE SAID 
JESSE'S LAST NAME WAS PARKER; LIKE HER LAST NAME. 


I ASKED, WHOSE BRIAN? PARKER SAID, I DON'T KNOW HIS LAST.NAME, HE'S THE KID THAT WAS 
WITH WESLEY. I ASKED IF HE WAS FROM HERE. PARKER SAID HE WAS. SHE KNEW HIM FROM TWO

THAT SHE HAS A LOT QF NIGHTMARES, BECAUSE HER BROTHER USED TO MOLEST HER. PARKER SAID, 
"Y THOUGHT I WAS DREAMING, UNTIL I ACTUALLY FELT HIM." 


I ASKED PARKER IF THERE WAS ANY BLOOD LATER OR IF SHE FELT LIKE SHE NEEDED TO BE 
EXAMINED BY A DOCTOR. PARKER STATED THAT SHE DID NOT HURT PHYSICALLY, BUT THAT IT HORT 
INSIDE. PARKER WAS VERY UPSET AND CRYING. SHE SAID THAT SHE WAS NOT GOING TO SLEEP AGAIN 
BECAUSE SHE SLEEPS TOO HARD. 


DURING THE COURSE OF THE INTERVIEW SOCIAL SERVICES WAS CONTACTED. WE OBTAINED PHONES AND 
NAMES OF PEOPLE FOR PARKER TO CONTACT FOR ASSISTANCE IN DEALING WITH THIS INCIDENT. 


I ASKED PARKER WHAT THE SUSPECT DID AFTER SHE PULLED AWAY AND TOLD HIM TO GET OUT OF THE 
TENT. PARKER ANSWERED THA’ HE GOT UP AND LEFT THE TENT. HE WENT TO HIS TRUCK AND GOT A 
CIGARETTE, I ASKED IF HE SAID ANYTHING TO HER. PARKER SAID WHEN SHE ASKED HIM WHAT HE 
WAS DOING, HE JUST LOOKED AT HER AND SAID, "NOTHING." PARKER GOT OUT OF THE TENT RIGHT 
AWAY AND WENT DOWN TO THE WATER. PARKER SAID THAT SHE LOOKED BACK AND SAW HIM STANDING 
BY THE FIRE SMOKING A CIGARETTE. 


I ASKED PARKER WHAT HE WAS WEARING. PARKER SAID HE WAS WEARING FUNKY LOOKING RAGGEDY 
SWIM TRUNKS, A WHITE SHIRT. SHE COULD NOT REMEMBER IF IT WAS A TANK TOP OR A T-SHIRT. 
PARKER SAID IN! WAS RAGGEDY LOOKING, f00. I ASKED IF HE WAS FULLY DRESSED WHILE IN THE 
TENT, PARKER SAID SHE "COULDN'T REALLY REMEMBER. THAT'S JUST WHAT HE HAD ON EARLIER." 


PARKER SAID, “I DON'T THINK HE PUT HIS DICK IN ME.“ 


PARKER SAID SHE LOST HER APARTMENT LAST WEEK, AND SINCE THEN HAS BEEN STAYING OUT AT THE 
LAKE SHE HAS BEEN SLEEPING A LOT. 
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Y ASKED PARKER WHERE HER KIDS WERE. SHE SAID HER KIDS WERE WITH A BABY SITTER, 


< ASKED PARKER IF SHE HAD BEEN DRINKING. SHE ANSWERED, “NO, I DON'T DRINK." I ASKED IF 
SHE HAD TAKEN ANY DRUGS. PARKER SAID SHE HAD A LINE OFFERED TO HER, "BUT I ACCIDENTALLY 
ON PURPOSE BLEW IT ALL OVER THE PLACE BECAUSE I DIDN’T WANT TO DO IT, BUT I KNEW THAT! 
THEY WOULDN'T LEAVE ME ALONE IF 1 DIDN'T TRY." PARKER SAID THAT SHE DID NOT CONSUME 
ANYTHING WHAT SO EVER SINCE SHE HAD LEFT HER 

APARTMENT. PARKER ADMITTED TO GETTING HIGH WHEN SHE WAS IN HER APARTMENT. 


I ASKED, WHAT ABOUT WESLEY? PARKER SAID, “I DON'T KNOW HE DIDN'T DO ANYTHING IN FRONT OF 
ME", "BUT I KNOW HE WAS GOING TO GET STUFF FOR THE OTHER PEOPLE. THAT WHERE THERE” 


I WANTED TO GO OVER WHO WAS THERE AGAIN AFTER PARKER CAME OUT OF THE TENT. WESLEY WAS 
THERE, JOHN WAS DOWN IN THE WATER PARKER SAID THAT THE FIRST TIME SHE WENT DOWN TO THE 
WATER, JOHN AND BRIAN FOLLOWED HER BACK UP. MICAL WAS ASLEEP IN THE TENT. PARKER'S 
LITTLE BROTHER WAS ASLEEP ON THE COUCH, WHICH WAS OUTSIDE THE TENT. ‘KENNY ’WAS ASLEEP ON 
THE LAWN CHAIR. 


PARKER DID NOT KNOW JOHN'S LAST NAME. SHE SAID HE WAS FROM ALBUQUERQUE AND IS A 
CARPENTER. SHE DESCRIBED HIM AS KIND OF SHORT WITH A MUSTACHE AND DRIVES A BLUE TRANS AM 
OR CAMERO. PARKER SAID HE WAS AT WESLEY'S HOUSE EARLIER. 


PARKER DID NOT KNOW BECKY'S LAST NAME. PARKER SAID BECKY WAS ON THE BOAT IN THE WATER 
WHEN SHE CAME OUT OF THE TENT, PARKER SAID BECKY WAS THE ONLY ONE SHE SAW WHOSE NAME SHE 
KNEW TO CALL TO. PARKER THOUGHT THAT BECKY WOULD HELP HER. PARKER DESCRIBED BECKY AS 


HAVING BLONDE HAIR, AND BEING REAL TINY AND SKINNY. PARKER SAID BECKY WAS -FRANK .LASKEY'S | 


EX-GIRLFRIEND. 


I ASKED, WHAT ABOUT DARRYL? PARKER SAID SHE DID NOT SEE HIM, BUT SHE KNEW HE WAS ON THE 
BOAT SOMEWHERE, PARKER STATED THAT SHE DID NOT SEE HIM OR TALK TO HIM. THAT WAS WHY SHE 
WAS YELLING AT BECKY. BECKY IS DARRYL'S GIRLFRIEND,.’ ACCORDING TO PARKER. PARKER SAID 
DARRYL IS A BIG GUY. SIX FOOT SOMETHING WITH LONG BLOND HAIR. 


PARKER SAID, “THEY WERE ALL PISSSED OFF AT ME FROM THE BAR, SO THAT'S WHY I SAID I DON'T 
KNOW IF THEY WERE IGNORING ME OR THOUGHT I WAS KIDDING OR JUST DIDN'T HEAR ME, BECAUSE I 
DON'T KNOW IF THEY’D BE PISSED OFF ENOUGH NOT TO HELP ME," I ASKED WHY THEY WERE ALL MAD 
AT HER, PARKER SAID THEY WERE MAD BECAUSE OF ANNETTE, ONE OF THE BARTENDERS.” SHE SAID , 
KENNY AND TOMMY HAD A LOT OF ATTITUDE,’ 

WITH HER. PARKER SAID KENNY AND TOMMY WERE SUPPOSED TO DO SO WORK ON ANNETTE'S AIR 
CONDITIONER. PARKER SAID SHE WENT TO PICK THEM UP, BUT THEY WOULD NOT GET IN THE CAR 
WITH HER, PARKER TOLD ANNETTE THIS AND SAID ANNETTE GOT MAD BECAUSE SHE WOULD NOT PICK 


THEM UP. PARKER SAID ANNETTE. WOULD NOT LISTEN TO HER. PARKER SAID ANNETTE HOLDS A GRUDGE 


AND CONTROLS A LOT OF PEOPLE, PARKER SAID ANNETTE HAD BEEN "TALKING A LOT OF CRAP ABOUT 
HER." PARKER SAID THAT BECAUSE OF ANNETTE, 
DARRYL AND THEM HAVE NOT BEEN TALKING TO HER, 


i ASKED WHO BRIAN WAS, PARKER DID NOT KNOW HIS LAST NAME. PARKER SAID BRIAN ARRIVED AND 
LEFT WITH WESLEY IN HIS TRUCK. PARKER SAID BRIAN IS A YOUNG KID, PROBABLY NOT MORE THAT 
SEVENTEEN OR EIGHTEEN YEARS OLD. PARKER DESCRIBED HIM AS A LITTLE BIT TALLER THAN 
HERSELF, BLONDISH BROWN HAIR TO HIS SHOULDERS, AND A BABY FACE. 


I ASKED ABOUT JESSE PARKER. PARKER SAID THAT SHE WAS NOT THERE. 
I ASKED WHO WAS WITH HER TODAY. PARKER SAID IT WAS SYNTHEA, MICAL'S MOM.’ 


PARKBR SAID SHE DID NOT KNOW WHERE JESSE LIVES TO TELL HER WHAT HAD HAPPENED, BECAUSE IT 
WAS JESSE'S TENT AND JESSE'S CAMPSITE, “AND JESSE KNOWS WESLEY./ PARKER SAID SYNTHEA TOOK ; 
HER OVER TO JESSE'S HOUSE TO TELL HER WHAT HAD HAPPENED. “THEN JESSE AND PABLO AND ALL 
THEM WENT OVER TO WESLEY'S HOUSE TO ASK HIM WHAT HIS PROBLEM WAS." PARKER SAID THEY WERE 
GOING TO TRY TO SETTLE IT AND TELL HIM TO STAY AWAY FROM HER. PARKER SAID, "HE CAME OUT 
JUST YELLING AND SCREAMING IT 

WASN'T HIM, IT WAS JOHN. SO, CINDY SAYS, WELL, LET'S JUST GO DOWN TO THE POLICE." PARKER 
SAID THEY CALLED THE POLICE FROM THE KETTLE TOP RESTAURANT. 


PARKER SAID THAT PEOPLE GOT TO THE CAMP AFTER SHE AND MICAL HAD GONE TO BED. SHE SAID, 
MICAL AND I WERE INSIDE PLAYING RUMMY. PARKER SAID, "JESSE AND EVERY BODY WAS THERE." 
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AND THEN WESLEY SHOWED UP. "I GUESS HE WANTED TO SELL SOMETHING OR SOMETHING. AND I 
HEARD EVERYBODY GOING OFF TO DO THEIR THINGS. AND THEN WESLEY YELLED I'LL BE RIGHT BACK 
IN A LITTLE BIT." PARKER SAID SHE WENT OUT OF THE 

TENT AND WENT SWIMMING WITH JESSE AND HEATHER A LITTLE BIT. JESSE AND HEATHER LEFT. 


PARKER SAID SHE WENT BACK INSIDE THE TENT. DARRYL AND BECKY AND ALL THEN WENT DOWN TO 
THE SAIL BOAT. PARKER SAID THAT JOBN CAME INTO THE TENT AND TALKED TO HER FOR A LITTLE 
WHILE. PARKER SAID JOHN IS THE ONE WHO OFFERED HER THE LINE THAT SHE BLEW ALL OVER THE 
PLACE. PARKER SAID, "IT WAS SOME SHIT THAT WESLEY HAD GIVEN HIM.* JOHN TOLD PARKER THAT 
IT WASN'T ANY GOOD. PARKER SAID SHE WENT 

ALONG WITH JOHN AND SAID, “YAH, IT WAS ALL CUT." 


PARKER SAID WESLEY PULLED BACK UP AND JOHN GOT OUT OF THE TENT. PARKER SAID THEY ALL 
WENT OFF TALKING, SO SHE WENT TO SLEEP. 


PARKER THOUGHT SHE LEFT THE CAMP THIS MORNING AROUND 0300 HRS, SHE SAID SHE "LEFT RIGHT 
AFTER WESLEY AND THEM DID." MAYBE TEN MINUTES AFTER THEM. WHEN SHE LEFT THE CAMP, PARKER 
SAID SHE DROVE INTO TOWN. SHE STOPPED WHERE HER KIDS WERE AT AND KNOCKED, BUT NO ONE 
ANSWERED, SO SHE WENT 10 SYNTHEA'S HOUSE. NO ONE ANSWERED THERE EITHER; THEN SHE WENT TO 
HER FRIEND GREG'S HOUSE. HE LIVES NEAR RESPIRATORY SERVICES, ON SEVENTH STREET IN THE 
APARTMENTS. GREG DID NOT ANSWER HIS DOOR. PARKER SAID SHE WENT TO SLEEP IN HER CAR AT 
GREG'S HOUSE. AFTER GREG WOKE PARKER UP IN THE MORNING, PARKER SAID SHE WENT AND GOT HER 
KIDS. PARKER DID NOT KNOW GREG'S LAST NAME. SHE SAID HE HAS PRIORITY PAINTING. PARKER 
SAID HIS PHONE NUMBER WAS 894-3040. 


PARKER PICKED HER KIDS UP FROM A FRIEND AT THE TRADE WINDS APARTMENTS. HER FRIEND C.J., 
MR. TOOLY'S DAUGHTER WAS WATCHING THEM. .” 


I ASKED PARKER IM SHE HAD BEEN BACK TO THE CAMP, SHE SAID SHE PICKED UP HER KIDS, THEN 

WENT BACK TO THE CAMP AND PICKED UP ALL THREE BOYS, AND TOOK THEM ALL TO THE KETTLE TOP 
RESTAURANT FOR BREAKFAST, PARKER'S FRIEND ‘VICKY; SHOWED UP AT KETTLE TOP. THEY WENT BACK 
T) THE CAMP AND WENT SWIMMING. WHEN SYNTHEA SHOWED UP AT THE CAMP, PARKER TOLD HER WHAT 
HAD HAPPENED, SYNTHEA TOOK PARKER TO JESSE'S HOUSE. 


T ASKED PARKER WHY SHE DID NOT COME TO THE POLICE RIGHT AWAY. SHE SAID BECAUSE WHEN HER 
THREE YEAR OLD DAUGHTER GOT RAPED BY HER MOTHER'S HUSBAND THE COPS DID NOT DO ANYTHING 
ABOUT I'l, PARKER SAID, SHE FIGURED IT WOULD NOT DO ANY GOOD. PARKER SAID HER DAUGHTER 
BAS HERPES FROM THE RAPE, 


I ASKED PARKER IF JESSE HAD CONVINCED HER TO MAKE A REPORT. PARKER ANSWERED THAT SYNTHEA 
DID, SHE SAID SHE WAS IN SYNTHEA'S CAR AND SHE COULD NOT GET OUT. PARKER SAID SHE TOLD 
SYNTHEA IT WOULD NOT DO ANY GOOD, IT WOULD "JUST PISS EVERYBODY OFF." 


I ASKED IF PARKER WOULD BE WILLING TO TESTIFY IN COURT. PARKER SAID, "YAH, I DON'T WANT 
HIM TO BE ABLE TO GET AWAY WITH THIS. I MEAN THEY THINK THEY CAN DO THIS. THERE'S ALL 
KIND OF GUYS THAT THINK THEY CAN JUST DO WHAT EVER THEY WANT." 


I HAD BRIEFED SGT. RICHARDSON EARLIER. HE ADVISED ME TO HAVE PARKER EXAMINED BY A DOCTOR 
EVEN THOUGH SHE STATED THERE WAS NO PAIN OR BLEEDING. 


I TOLD PARKER THAT I WOULD LIKE TO HAVE HER EXAMINED TO MAKE SURE THERE WAS NO DAMAGE, 
BRUISING, OR ANY EVIDENCE. PARKER AGREED TO BE EXAMINED. I ASKED PARKER IF THE SUSPECT 
HAD PINCHED HER OR ANYTHING. PARKER SAID SHE COULD NOT REMEMBER. 


IT ASKED PARKER IF THERE WAS ANYWHERE ELSE SHE COULD STAY. SHE SAID, NO. I ASKED IF SHE 
HAD A CAR. SHE SAID SHE DID. I SUGGESTED THAT SHE MOVE TO A DIFFERENT PART OF THE BEACH. 
PARKER SAID THAT SHE HAD NO WHERE TO GO. THAT THE TENT BELONGED TO JESSE’ 


I ASKED PARKER A COUPLE OF MORE QUESTIONS. I ASKED IF SHE WAS SEXUALLY ACTIVE. SHE 
ANSWERED THAT SHE WAS. 


I ASKED IF SHE AND WESLEY HAD ANY TYPE OF RELATIONSHIP BEFORE THIS INCIDENT. PARKER SAID 
THAT SHE HAD MET WESLEY WHEN HER EX-BOYFRIEND, “~TM,? WORKED WITH HIM AT K- “BOB'S 
RESTAURANT. WESLEY CAME OVER TO HER APARTMENT WITH TIM. PARKER SAID, "HE WAS GRABBING MY 
ASS AND SHIT, SO TIM TOLD HIM TO LEAVE, AND HE WAS NEVER AROUND ME AGAIN. * : 
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I ASKED PARKER, "YOU WEREN'T REALLY AROUND HIM LAST NIGHT?“ PARKER ANSWERED, "NO, £ 
WASN'T, I STAYED IN MY TENT, 'CAUSE I DIDN'T WANT TO BE AROUND 
THEM, * 


AT 1455 HRS., I ARRIVED AT SIERRA VISTA HOSPITAL WITH PARKER. PARKER WAS EXAMINED BY 
VANDERGRIFF C.F.N.P, PUBIC EXAM SHOWED NO LESIONS, BRUISES, OR CUTS ON EXTERNAL 
GENITALIA. INTERNAL EXAM NO LESIONS. PARKER WAS EXAMINED AT APPROX, 1620 HRS. 


WHILE AT THE HOSPITAL, I ALSO SPOKE TO°YTOMMY;PARKER1; DOB §-s0, soc MMM i017, 
PARKER'S BROTHER TOMMY SAID HE WAS SLEEPING WHEN THE INCIDENT HAPPENED. HE DID NOT KNOW 
ANYTHING UNTIL HIS SISTER WOKE HIM UP. TOMMY SAID THAT HE SPOKE 0 JOHN SOMETIME BETWEEN 
1130-1400 HRS. TODAY. TOMMY SAID HE ASKED JOHN WHAT HAD HAPPENED LAST NIGHT. ‘TOMMY SAID 
JOHN TOLD HIM, “SOMETHING WAS GOING ON," BUT HE DID NOT KNOW WHAT. 


TOMMY SAID KENNY’ "OSH GOSH" LARMEY.WAS ALSO AT THE CAMP LAST NIGHT. 


SYNTHEA SIMMONSON SAID SHE ASKED JOHN WHAT HAD HAPPENED AND HE TOLD HER THAT HE DID NOT 
KNOW. 


I SPOKE TO MICAL CULPEPPER, Dos QM a4; THE THIRTEEN YEAR OLD BOY WHO WAS IN THE TENT 
WITH PARKER WHEN THE INCIDENT HAPPENED. SYNTHEA SIMMONSON IS MICAL'S MOTHER. SHE WAS 
PRESENT WHEN I SPOKE TO MICAL. MICAL STATED THAT HE DID NOT SEE OR HEAR ANYTHING LAST 
NIGHT, 


KENNY LARMEY, DOBMMMMM-s0, WAS ALSO IN THE CAMP, HE STATED THAT HE DID NOT SEE OR HEAR 
ANYTHING UNTIL HE WAS WOKE UP BY PARKER. 


AT APPROX. 1734 KRS., SGT. RICHARDSON AND I WENT_TO THE CAMP AT HOT SPRINGS COVE. WE 
HADESCONTACT WITH "JESSE(WRAY, DOB MNM-67, soc Svs owner oF THE TENT 
PARKER WAS SLEEPING IN, JESSE SAID SHE WAS AT THE CAMP BETWEEN 2030-2320 HRS. JESSE 
STATED THAT SHE HAS KNOWN WESLEY HAWKE FOR A COUPLE OF YEARS. SHE SAID HE'S "KIND OF 
FLAKY," BUT DID NOT THINK HE WOULD DO SOMETHING LIKE THIS. SHE SAID SHE HAS BEEN IN 
SITUATIONS WERE HE COULD HAVE TRIED TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF HER, BUT DID NOT. 


WHEN ASKED ABOUT PARKER'S CONDITION, JESSE SAID PARKER ACTED LIKE SHE WAS "MESSED UP." 
JESSE SAID SHE DID NOT SER PARKER DOING ANYTHING OR TAKING ANYTHING. 


I ASKED JESSE IF PARKER WAS GETTING FRIENDLY OR FAMILIAR WITH WESLEY. JESSE SAID THAT 
THEY DID NOT LOOK LIKE THEY WERE GETTING FAMILIAR WITH EACH OTHER. JESSE SAID PARKER 
LOOKED LIKE SHE WAS GETTING FRIENDLY WITH A GUY WHO WAS THERE IN A SPORTS CAR JESSE DID 
NOT KNOW THE GUY 


IT ASKED JESSE WHO WAS AT THE CAMP WHEN SHE WAS THERE. SHE NAMED , DARRYL; ‘BECKY ° ‘SMITH, 
‘CATHY SAND HER BOYFRIEND, AND THE GUY IN THE SPORTS CAR, JESSE THOUGHT THE SPORTS CAR WAS 
A CAMERO. 


WESLEY HAWKE WAS NOT AT THE CAMP WHEN SGT. RICHARDSON AND I WERE THERE. 

SGT. RICHARDSON AND I HAD OBTAINED DIRECTIONS TO WESLEY HAWKE'S RESIDENCE, ‘HAWKE LIVES 
IN A SMALL WHITE TRAVEL TRAILER ON CAMINO ENCANTADO; BY A SIGN FOR LANDON ROAD, IN 
ELEPHANT BUTTE THERE WAS NO ONE AT HIS RESIDENCE. WE CHECKED WITH A COUPLE OF NEIGHBORS, 
BUT NO ONE KNEW HIM. 


ON JULY 03, 1997,1 CHECKED WESLEY HAWKE'S RESIDENCE AGAIN. THERE WAS NO ONE THERE. 


ON SUNDAY, JULY 06,1997, WESLEY HAWKE, DOB ::. AND HIS MOTHER LEE HAWKE CAME INTO 
THE STATE POLICE OFFICE. I EXPLAINED TO WESLEY AND HIS MOTHER WHY I WANTED TO SPEAK TO 
HIM. I ADVISED WESLEY OF HIS MIRANDA RIGHTS. HE SIGNED A WAIVER OF RIGHTS FORM. MRS. 
HAWKE WITNESSED THIS, MRS. HAWKE LEFT THE ROOM WHILE I QUESTIONED WESLEY HAWKE. 


I ASKED HAWKE IF HE KNEW MARIE PARKER. HAWKE SAID THAT HE KNEW OF HER. 


I ASKED HAWKE IF HE HAD EVER DATED PARKER, HE SAID, NO. ASKED HOW WELL HE KNEW HER.

IMPBRIGGS3Y AT K-BOB'S, HAWKE SAID HE HAD SEEN HER He PARTIES AND SHE WAS 
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“ALWAYS COMING ON TO HIM AND STUFF," 


HAWICE SAID JESSE HAD INVITED HIM TO THE PARTY AT THE LAKE AND HE WAS A LITTLE LATE. 
HAWKE SAID HE GOT THERE AT ABOUT 2230 HRS. HAWKE SAID HE'D BEEN DRINKING A LITTLE BIT, 
BECAUSE HE HAD BEEN OVER ON THE CLIFFS EARLIER. 


HAWKE SAID, “I CRUISED OUT THERE AND WAS OUT THERE BAR-B-QUEUING CHICKEN." HAWKE SAID A 
FRIEND OF HIS WAS THERE THE WHOLE TIME. HAWKE SAID HIS FRIEND'S NAME WAS {JOHN “JOHNSON. 
HAWKE SAID, "HE'S THE ONE WHO WAS HITTING ON HER." HAWKE SAID JOHNSON COULD NOT KEEP HER 
OFF HIM. ; 


HAWKE SAID JOHNSON WENT IN THE TENT WITH PARKER. HE SAID, “I GUESS THEY WERE MESSING 
AROUND AND STUFF." HAWKE SAID PARKER DECIDED TO GC TO SLEEP, OR SHE FELL ASLEEP. JOHNSON 
CAME OUT OF THE TENT AND WAS BEATING CHICKEN, HAWKE STATED THAT PARKER CAME OUT OF THE 
TENT, RAN DOWN TO THE WATER, AND SAID "WESLEY'S TRYING TO FONDLE ME." 


HAWKE LOOKED AT JOHN AND SAID, "JOHN, YOU SHOULD TELL HER THAT IT WAS YOU AND NOT ME," 
HAWKE SAID THEY GOT IN AN ARGUMENT. HAWKE TOLD PARKER THAT HE WAS SORRY SHE THOUGHT IT 
WAS HIM, BECAUSE IT HAD BEEN JOHN HE SAID, "JOBN STOOD RIGHT THERE AND SAID, ‘IT WAS 
ME.' ‘JOHN GOES, WHAT'S THE MATTER WITH YOU? ARE YOU ALL ON DRUGS OR SOMETHING?"'

PULLED UP WAS ‘IF HE HAD ANY CRANK. HAWKE SAID THAT HE DOES NOT DO DRUGS. HAWKE SAID, “TI 
KIND OF HAD A FEELING SHE WAS BEING NICE TO ME THOUGHT I HAD DRUGS. "HAWKE TOLD PARKER, 
I DON'T! HAVE NO DRUGS," WHEN HAWKE TOLD PARKER HE DID NOT HAVE ANY DRUGS, HE SAID SHE 
WAS POINTING A FINGER AT HIM, TRYING TO CHASE HIM OFF. 


I ASKED HAWKE WHAT -THE LIGHTING WAS LIKE. WAS THERE A CAMP FIRE? ANY LANTERNS? HAWKE 
SAID THERE WAS A CAMP FIRE AND HIS BAR-B-QUE WAS GOING. HAWKE SAID HIS BAR-B -QUE WAS 
FIFTEEN OR TWENTY FEET AWAY FROM THE TENT. 


I ASKED IF HE HAD SEEN ANY LIGHT IN THE TENT, HAWKE ANSWERED, “WHAT FREAKED ME OUT THE

GAVE IS 71650 2BARCALIS “ALBUQUERQUE, /NM AND THE PHONE NUMBER IS :994-1263') HAWKE SAID THAT 
HE HAD TALKED TO JOHN ABOUT WHAT WAS GOING ON. HE SAID THAT JOHN HAD GIVEN HIM HIS 

ADDRESS AND PHONE NUMBER AND SAID THAT HE WOULD SPEAK TO THE POLICE ABOUT THE INCIDENT.

NARRATIVE 

On March 22, 1993, New Mexico State Police Criminal Investigation Sergeant Jose Ramirez 
assigned me to assist Agent Wesley LaCuesta in the investigation of the alleged crimes 
of Kidnapping and Criminal Sexual Penetration reported to have occurred on March 20, 
1999 in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico. 


Sergeant Ramirez advised that two suspects had been identified and they were being 
detained at the Richard Cooper Boat Training Center in the Elephant Butte Lake area. He 
assigned New Mexico State Police Agent Westley LaCuesta as the Case Agent, and Agent 
Norman Rhoades and I were to assist him in the investigation. 


At approximately 6:30 p.m., I met with Agent LaCuesta at the training center that is 
located off State Road 195 in the Elephant Butte Lake Area. Agent LaCuesta said that 
the victim was identified to be a Cynthia Vigil, who was alleging to have been kidnapped 
from Albuquerque, New Mexico, and raped for serveral days. He said she was located while 
the deputies were responding to a‘ 911 emergency ‘call at a residence in the Elephant 
Butte Lake area. She was found naked and wearing a chain around her neck. 


Agent LaCuesta advised that the other deputies who responded to the 911 emergency call 
at 513 Bass Road, discovered the residence belonged to a State Parks employee, David 
Parker Ray. He said that after the deputies entered the residence, they discovered that 
some type of physical struggle had occurred, but found no one there. 


Agent LaCuesta advised that the deputies advised they had observed various restraint 
devices and sexual items used for sex bondage, when they realized that the victim of the 
kidnapping and rape was connected to this address. 


Agent LaCuesta said that the deputies located David Parker Ray and a girlfriend of his, 
Cindy Hendy, traveling near his residence and they were stopped and detained for 
questioning. He understands that Ms. Hendy is being implicated by the victim as a 
participant of the alleged crimes, 


Agent LaCuesta advised me that the two suspects were presently being detained inside the 
training center and he requested that no one interview them, until he meets with the 
victim at the Sierra Vista Medical Center, and he consults with the Assistant District 


Attorney. 


Agent LaCuesta advised that he was on his way to meet with the victim and directed me to 
relieve New Mexico State Police Officer David Candelaria, who was securing the suspect's 
vehicle as evidence inside the training center, and he left. 


{ then met with Officer David Candelaria in the garage where the suspect's vehicle was 
parked and I assumed the responsiblity of it. I recorded the transfer on a New Mexico 
State Police Receipt of Property or Evidence form. I was advised by Officer Candelaria 
advised that the vehicle was towed to the Training Center by A & EB Towing Service from 
Truth or Consequence, New Mexico. A copy of the evidence form is attached for review. 


(See Attachment#1, ) 


I placed an inquiry with the New Mexico Motor Vehicle Division on the license plate 
1807-RVP, displayed on this vehicle, and found that the vehicle is registered to a Tina 
Severns. Ms. Severns address is P.O. Box 503, in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico. The 
suspect vehicle is described as a 1978 Toyota Royal recreational vehicle with vehicle 
identification number of #RH28140120. 


The condition of the exterior of this vehicle was recorded on a New Mexico State Police 
Towing Authorization form. The interior inspection was not looked into without a search 
warrant, I then started a Crime Scene Log on the 1978 Toyota Royal recreational vehicle. 
I have attached a copy of the tow bill from A & E Towing Service, the Towing 
Authorization and the Crime Scene Log for review. (See Attachment #2.) 


I then followed up this investigation by conducting several interviews of the officers 
that responded to the 911 emergency call. My investigation also included a background 
check into the employment regarding suspect David Parker Ray. 


The first interview conducted was with New Mexico State Police Officer David Candelaria 
regarding his involvement in the case. The following is a synopsis of his interview. 
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INTERVIEW: OFFICER DAVID CANDELARIA 


New Mexico State Police Officer David Candelaria said that he was off duty at the time 
he received a call from Central Dispatch, requesting him to respond to an alleged rape 
and kidnapping at the Elephant Butte area. He said they advised him that he was to 
standby until the investigators from the New Mexico State Police arrived from Las 
Cruces, New Mexico. He was told that the victim was at the Sierra Vista Medical Center 
in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico, being treated for her injuries. 


Officer Candelaria said as he went into service, he drove over to the Medical Center 
where the victim was at. He said he met up with Border Patrol Agent Robert Johnston and 
Deputy Lucas Alvarez, who were securing the victim identified as Cynthia Vigil. The 
victim was being treated for her injuries and shock, when he found out that Deputy David 
Rlston was in another room securing one of the two suspects, Cindy Hendy. She was also 
there being treatment for an injury to her head. 


Officer Candelaria advised that upon meeting with Deputy Elston, he was advised that the 
victim had been found naked, and had a padlocked chain around her neck. He was told that 
the victim was claiming that she had escaped from a residence belonging to a State Park 
employee by the name of "Ray." She was alleging that she had been kidnapped, beaten and 
xvaped by “Ray,” and a girlfriend of his during her confinement at the residence. 


Officer Candelaria said that Deputy Elston told him that he had responded to a 911 
emergency call at a residence belonging to David Parker Ray, when they connected the 
naked woman to the 911 call coming from this residence. It was not until a short time 
later, that they later located Mr. Ray and his girlfriend Cindy Hendy on the road, when 
both suspects were detained for questioning and taken to the training center in the 
Elephant Butte Lake area. 


Officer Candelaria said about the time he was leaving the Medial Center to go over to 


the training center, he overhead suspect Cindy Hendy state, "Phat girl should be checked 
out because the bitch is on heroin," He soon arrived at the training center, where he 
met with State Parks Officers Chris Degase and Michael Lanford. One officer was with the 
suspect David Parker Ray, in one of the training rooms and the other one was securing 
Mr. Ray’s vehicle in the garage. 


Officer Candelaria said that Deputy Elston soon after arrived with suspect Cindy Hendy, 
where she was placed in another room and secured by one of the State Park Officers. He 
assumed the responsibility in securing Mr. Ray's vehicle, while the other officer 
secured suspect. Hendy and concluded his interview. 


The next interview conducted was with New Mexico State Parks Officers Chris Degase and 
Michael Lanford, They were found securing the two suspects in two different rooms of the 
center. When I met with them, they both said that they had responded to assist the 
deputies in the 911 emergency call at the lake. 


When I introduced myself to both suspects, they were not being detained in handcuffs. I 
advised David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy that the investigator in charge of the case 
would be meeting with them later regarding the criminal allegations being brought 
against them. I reminded them of their constitutional. rights, under Miranda. 


I then conducted an interview with New Mexico State Parks Officer Chris Degase. The 
following is a synopsis of his interview. 


INTERVIEW: NM STATE PARKS OFFICER CHRIS DEGASE 


New Mexico State Parks Officer Chris Degase advised that he and Officer Michael Lanford 
xesponded to a 911 hang-up call, after realizing that the emergency call came from one 
of their State Park lease properties at the Elephant Butte area. He said that Officer 
Byron Wilson later met up with them at the residence on Bass Road. 

Officer Degase said that he and Officer Lanford were at the State Park Office when they 
overheard Central Dispatch direct Sierra County Deputy David Elston to 513 Bass Road in 
the Elephant Butte Lake area. They both were aware of the street address, when they 
decided to assist the deputy. 
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Officer Degase said as they proceeded to that location and were traveling on Springland 
Boulevard, they overheard Central Dispatch notify Deputy David Elston, that they had 
received another call on a naked lady running around in the same area. At the same time, 
they were waved down by an unidentified woman, driving a green vehicle, that was 
reporting seeing a naked woman running down the road with a chain around her neck. 


Officer Degase told this driver that they were en route to an emergency call, but for 
her to standby for the deputy that was responding, and report the incident. He said that 
they continued until they arrived at 513 Bass Road, when he recognized the residence 
belonged to State Parks employee David Parker Ray. He knew it was David Parker Ray's 
residence by the name being listed on the front of the chain link fence of the property. 
He said he knows Mr. Ray, because he is the State Parks Region #3 mechanic for the 


Elephant Butte Lake area. 


Officer Degase said that Deputy David Elston had not yet arrived, so they decided to 
check to see if anyone would respond from inside the residence. They knocked on the west 
side entrance door, but received no reply from within. They decided at this point not to 
enter the residence until the deputy arrived. 


Officer Degase said after Deputy David Elston and Sheriff Terry Byers arrived, Deputy 
lston and Officer Lanford entered the residence through an unlocked sliding glass door, 
and found no one inside. He said that during the walk through of the residence, they 
discovered in one of the rooms chains hanging down from the ceiling, and observed 
several sexual devices described as dilidos, pliers, scissors, clips, leather harnesses 
and muzzles on a bedroom dresser. He said that they were items that are used in sexual 


bondage. 


Officer Degase said as he was exiting the residence through the north side living room 
area, he also observed a small bed with chains containing a padlock on the bedposts. He 
noticed that there was an ice pick lying next to the bed on the floor, a broken green 
lamp, and apparent human bloodstains on the blankets. 


Officer Degase said that, after they had exited the residence, Deputy Peter Bowidowicz 
arrived at theirs location, where he met with Sheriff Terry Byers. Deputy Bowidowicz 
advised Sheriff Byers about finding the naked woman at a xesidence on Hot Springs Road 
and the phyical and emotional condition she was found in. 


Deputy Bowidowicz advised them that the naked woman was very upset, and she was claiming 
to have been kidnapped and sexually molested by a State Parks employee going by the name 
of "Ray." Deputy Bowidowicz said that Deputy Lucas Alvarez and Border Patrol Agent 
Robert Johnston were with the victim, and they were getting ready to transport the 
victim to the medical center for treatment. 


Officer Degase said that is when they connected the incidents together and they decided 
that they needed to located David Parker Ray for questioning. He said at that time State 
Parks Officer Byron Wilson had also arrived at their location and overhead the 
conversation about David Parker Ray. Officer Wilson mentioned to them that he had just 
passed David Parker Ray on the road, and Mr. Ray was seen driving his tan colored 
recreational vehicle on Springland Boulevard. 


Officer Degase said that they left the Bass residence and went to locate David Parker 
Ray. They Located David Parker Ray traveling on Springland Boulevard, when he was 
stopped. They discovered he had a female passenger with him, that was identified as 
Cindy Hendy. She was found to have apparent blood stains on her head, hands and legs, 


Officer Degase said that both suspects were read their constitutional rights by Deputy 
Elston and detained for questioning. He overhead suspect Cindy Hendy state, as she was 
being placed inside the police vehicle, "That the bitch hit her on the head with a 


lamp." 


Officer Degase said he was advised that the investigation was being transferred over to 
the New Mexico State Police, and they were to standby with both suspects until the 
Anvestigators arrived. Both suspects were then taken to the Richard R. Cooper Boat 
training center in the Elephant Butte area, where Mr, Ray's vehicle was towed to and 


secured. 
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Officer Degase said he secured David Parker Ray in one of the rooms at the training 
center and did not question him at anytime regarding the criminal allegations being 
brought against him. He said that Officer Michael Lanford secured Cindy Hendy inside 
another room after she arrived from receiving treatment for her head injury. 


Officer Degase said that during this investigative detention of both suspects, he 
overhead Cindy Hendy say the following about the victim: "She is a heroin addict and 

this is what we get for trying to help someone." Officer Degase closed the interview by 
advising me he would submit a typed statement documenting his involvement in the case at 
a later date and concluded his interview. 


The next interview conducted was with New Mexico State Parks Officer Michael. Lanford, 
The following is a synopsis of his interview, taken on March 22, 1999. 


INTERVIEW: NM STATE PARKS OFFICER MICHAEL LANFORD 


New Mexico State Parks Officer Michael Lanford confirmed that he overheard the 911 hang- 
up call with Officer Chris Degase. They both decided to assist Deputy David Elston, 
after realizing the call came from a residence in the State Parks lease properties. He 
related the same information that Officer Degase said about being waved down by a woman 
driver reporting seeing a naked woman running around with a chain around her neck, 


Officer Lanford said that after arriving at 513 Bass Road, he also recognized the 
residence belonged to a State Parks employee, David Parker Ray, and he knew who he was. 
He said that he and Officer Degase did check to see if anyone would respond from inside 
the residence after knocking on the front door. They did not receive any answer and they 
decided to wait until Deputy Blston arrived. 


Officer Lanford said that after Deputy David Elston and Sheriff Terry Byers arrived, 
they entered the residence through an unlocked sliding glass door and found no one 
inside. He observed during the security check of the residence, several sexual devices 
on a dresser, chains hanging from the ceiling, and leather straps and whips in one of 
the bedrooms. 


Officer Lanford said the living room was a small bed with a broken green lamp on it. He 
observed what appeared to be human bloodstains on the carpet. He saw that this bed had 
chains attached to it with padlocks on each of the corners of the bed, and he saw an ice 
pick lying on the floor as he walked out. 


Officer Lanford advised that after David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy were detained for 
questioning, he over heard David Parker Ray say that he had picked up Cindy Hendy 
walking on the road, right before they were stopped by them. He did not question either 
of the suspects during their detention and concluded his interview. He said that he 
would be submitting a statement documenting his involvement in this investigation. 


The next interviewed was conducted with Sierra County Sheriff Terry Byers. The following 
is a synopsis of his interview. 


INTERVIEW: SHERIFF TERRY BYBRS 


Siexra County Sheriff Terry Byers advised he responded to the 911 hang-up call in the 
Elephant Butte area, along with the other deputies. When he arrived at 513 Bass Road and 
met with Deputy Elston he became aware that the residence belonged to a State Park 
employee by the name of David Parker Ray. 


Sheriff Byers said that, during a security check of the residence, no one was found 
inside, but he did see sexual paraphernalia inside one of the rooms. It appeared that 
some type of struggle had occurred on a bed by the broken lamp due to the bloodstains he 


observed on it. 


Sheriff Byers advised that after they had exited the residence, Deputy Peter Bowidowicz 
arrived and reported that they had found a naked woman at another residence in the State 
Park that was claiming to have been kidnapped and raped by a State Park employee called 
"Ray." Deputy Bowidowicz identified the victim as Cynthia Vigil. 


who had just arrived, 


Sheriff Byers said that State Parks Officer Byron Wilson, 
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overheard the conversation about David Parker Ray. Officer Wilson mentioned to them 
seeing Mr. Ray traveling east on Springland Boulevard in his tan colored recreational 
vehicle. He said that is when they located Mr. Ray on the road. He said Mr. Ray was 
stopped and found to be in the company of his girlfriend Cindy Hendy. 


Sheriff Byers said that after assessing the situation and their limited resources, he 
requested the New Mexico State Police to follow up and conduct the investigation. Both 
suspects were then detained until the New Mexico State Police investigators arrived and 
he had Mr. Ray's recreational vehicle towed to the training center. He then concluded 
his interview. 


I received a copy of Sheriff Byers’ statement on March 29, 1999, and a copy of the 


statement is attached for review. (See Attachment #3.) 


The next interview was conducted with New Mexico State Parks Officer Byron Wilson and 
the following is a synopsis of his interview. 


NM STATE PARKS OFFICER BYRON WILSON 


INTERVIEW: 


New Mexico State Parks Officer Byron Wilson said that he was at the State Parks Office 
in the Blephant Butte area on March 22, 1999, He was on duty when he overheard the 911 
call on his police scanner at work. He heard that Central Dispatch was dispatching a 
deputy to check out the residence at 513 Bass Road, when he recognized the residence to 
be one of the lease properties in the State Park. 


Officer Wilson said that one of his job resposibilities is dealing with the owners of 
the property leases in the State Parks area, He responded to that location, when he 
came upon a small tan colored recreational vehicle being driven eastbound on Springland 
Boulevard by David Parker Ray. After he arrived at 513 Bass Road, he recognized the 
residence and told the deputies outside the residence, that he had just passed Mr. Ray 
on the road. Mr. Ray was seen traveling east on Springland Road, 


Officer Wilson said that is when he left Mr. Ray's residence with Sheriff Byers to find 
Mr. Ray. They did locate Mr. Ray on Springland Boulevard and he was stopped. They 
identified a passenger he had with him as his girlfriend, Cindy Hendy. 


officer Wilson said that David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy were read their constitutional 
rights by Deputy David Elston and he understood that Ms. Hendy was later transported to 
the medical center for treatment of an injury she was complaining about. 


Officer Wilson said that he returned to his office after David Parker Ray was detained 
and met up with another State Parks employee by the name of Jim Green. He identified 
Mr. Green as being the Wastewater Specialist for the State Parks. Mr. Green works next 
door to David Parker Ray at the Region #3 Maintenance Yard. 


Officer Wilson said that Mr. Green mentioned during their conversation, that Mr. Ray had 
left work early today, because of some type of emergency at his home. Officer Wilson 
said that afterwards, he reviewed the lease file on the lease property at 513 Bass Road. 


Officer Wilson found during his review of this lease that the lease had been changed 
December of 1994, The lease of the property was changed by name only. The names were 
changed from David S. and J. Lee Parker to David P. Ray. He could not locate any other 
documentation, why the name changed. 


Officer Wilson said that after reviewing the signatures on both lease documents, he felt 
that David S. Parker was the same person identified as David P. Ray. He based this 
information on his review of the signatures and the information contained in both 
leases. He submitted a copy of the lease history information for my review. A copy of 
the lease history information is attached for review, (See Attachment #4.) 


Officer Wilson concluded his interview and stated that he would submit a typewritten 
statement documenting his involvement in the case at a late date. 


Upon the conclusion of this interview, I reviewed the signed lease documents and 
information contained in this file. I observed that the cursive signatures on both 
leases appeared to be the same in style and the signature signed under the name of David 
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P. Ray resembled the signature of David S. Parker. 


Tt discovered that on October 21, 1983, the lease property was transferred from Fred J. 
Glover to David S. and J. Lee Parker. It remained under those names until December 12, 
1994, when the name of the lessee was changed from David 8. Parker to David P. Ray and 
has remained under this name since. 


After the review of the lease, I met with the State Parks Officer Jerome Madrid, who 
identified himself as the State Parks Manager for Region #3. The following is a 
synopsis of this interview. 


INTERVIEW: OFFICER JEROME MADRID 


Officer Jerome Madrid advised me that he is the Region #3 Manager of the Elephant Butte 
State Parks and he had retrieved two sets of keys from David Parker Ray, after he was 
detained by the deputies. He retrieved the keys, because they belong to the State Parks 
Division and the keys are to several different areas around the State Park. He wanted to 
make sure the keys did not get lost or misplaced. 


Officer Madrid advised me that one of the key rings contained fifteen (15) keys, while 
the other key ring contained eight (8) keys. He said the first set of keys was obtained 
from Mr. Ray while he was being detained for investigation and the other set of eight 
(B) keys, he retrieved from Mr. Ray's office, after he secured the office by padlocking 


it. 


I then advised Officer Madrid that these two set of keys could be connected to the 
investigation and I requested that he transfer the keys over as evidence and he 
complied. his transfer was recorded on a New Mexico State Police Receipt of Property or 
Evidence form. For further information, refer to the attachment, (See Attachment #5.) 


I then requested from Officer Madrid that he check with his department and see if any of 
the non-confidential employment history was available on David Parker Ray. I requested 
this to follow up any background references he had lasted in his employment application, 
I also requested Mr. Ray's attendance records since he has been employed with the State 
Parks Divsiion and I concluded this interview until I would meet with Officer Madrid 


again. 


On March 23, 1999, I contacted New Mexico State Parks employee James H. Green, and 
scheduled an appointment with him at the training center. The following is a synopsis 
of his interview. 


INTERVIEW: SPECIALIS® JAMES H. GREEN 


When I met with James H. Green, I was advised that he has been employed with the State 
Parks Divsion for the past five years, He presently is the Wastewater Specialist for the 
parks. He said that he is acquainted with David Parker Ray for sometime now and said 
that Mr, Ray is the mechanic for the State Parks Region #3. He said that his shop is 
right next to Mr. Ray's mechanic shop. 


Mr. Green said about David Parker Ray, that he has always been a very private person, 
and he did not know much about him, He has never associated with him after work, nor has 


he ever been inside his residence. 


Mr. Green said that as far as he knew, Mr. Ray has never mentioned to him knowing very 
much about computers and he knows that there is not one at his mechanic shop. Mr. Green 
said that Mr. Ray was very creative with his harids and is knowledgeable in some 
electronics, He said that Mr. Ray had received an award for a self-operational lighting 
system he invented, 


Mr. Green confixmed that Mr. Ray was at work Monday, March 22, 1999. He said that Mr. 
Ray received an emergency call around 3:15 p.m., neax the end of the day. Mr. Ray told 
him and Jon Martinez, the heavy equipment operator, that he had to leave work, because 
he had an emergency at his home. 


Mr. Green said that Mr. Ray did not explain what had happened, but that he needed to 
leave and was seen leaving the shop in his tan colored recreational vehicle he owned, 
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when Mr. Green concluded his interview. I then scheduled an interview with Jon Martinez 
to confirm the above information. 


On March 23, 1999 I met with Jon Martinez at the training center and the following is a 
synopsis of his interview. 


INTERVIEW: JON MARTINEZ, HEAVY EQUIPEMENT OPERATOR 


WHen I met with Jon Martinez, he confirmed that David P. Ray did leave his work early 
beause of some type of emergency occurring at his residence. He said that after Mr. Ray 
had left his shop, he ended up parking Mr. Ray's service truck inside the garage and 
concluded his interview. 


On March 24, 1999, I followed up the investigation by meeting with Border Patrol Agent 
Robert F. Johnson regarding his involvement in this ongoing investigation. The 
following is a synopsis of his interview, 


INTERVIEW: AGENT ROBERT F, JOHNSTON 


On March 23, 1999, I met with Border Patrol Agent Robert F. Johnson at the training 
center, regarding the March 22, 1999 incident. He advised he was on duty that day and 
he was on his routine patrol in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico. He overheard on his 
two way radio that Central Dispatch was dispatching a deputy to a 911 hang-up call in 
the Elephant Butte area. 


Agent Johnson said soon after that call, he heard Central Dispatch advise additional 
deputies of another call regarding a naked woman running around in the same vicinity, 
when he decided to assist them. 


Agent Johnson said he met up with Deputy Peter Bowidowicz and Deputy Iucas Alvarez at a 
residence on Hot Springs Landing, when he observed a woman wearing a pink robe come out 
of the residence that was hysterical and trying to explain that she had been kidnapped 
and raped, He said that this lady had a metal collar around her neck that was attached 
to a chain that was at least fifteen (15) feet long, 


Agent Johnston said the woman identified herself as Cindy Vigil and she was claiming to 
be from Albuquerque, New Mexico. She was covered with bruises, scratches and blood 
stains all over her body. Ms. Vigil appeared incoherent and kept stating, “He's going to 
kill me ifhe sees me," Agent Johnson said that she was referring to a person called 
“Dave or Ray." He said the victim referred to this person as being "one of them," when 
he realized she was referring to a police officer. 


Agent Johnston said Deputy Lucas Alvarez and he ended up transporting Ms. Vigil to the 
Sierra Vista Medical Center in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico. He said while en route 
with Ms. Vigil, she stated to them that she was a prostitute and she felt like she did a 
real stupid thing by going with the couple. She claimed that afterwards she was 
kidnapped and raped at this person's residence. 


Agent Johnson said Ms. Vigil kept saying "Dave" made her do sexual acts against her 
will, and "he was going to kill her if he found her." She stated that David and his 
girlfriend had hung her by her arms, from chains connected to the ceiling, and whipped 
her. She said that the couple forced her to do several sexual acts while being video 
taped. Agent Johnson then concluded his interview by presenting me a copy of his typed 
statement. A copy of his statement is attached for review. (See Attachment #6.) 


On March 23, 1999, Agent Wesley LaCuesta filed formal criminal charges against David P. 
Ray and Cindy Hendy for Kidnapping and for Criminal Sexual Penetration, Both subjects 
were subsequently arrested by him and taken for incarceration. 


Agent LaCuesta advised me that the 1978 Toyota Royal recreational vehicle, which was 
under my control, was used by the suspects to kidnap the victim Cynthia Vigil. Agent 
TaCuesta advised that he would he obtaining a search warrant, for the inspection of the 
interior of the vehicle, where it would be processed at the New Mexico State Police 
Headquarters in Santa Fe, New Mexico. 


a Royal recreation vehicle moved to the 


Tt then made arrangements to have the 1978 Toyot: 
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New Mexico State Police Office in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico, and it was towed by 
A & B Towing, where I secured it. 


I then met with New Mexico State Parks Officer Jerome Madrid, regarding the employment 
history information regarding David Parker Ray. The following is a synopsis of this 
meeting. 


MEETING: OFFICER JEROME MADRID 


On March 23, 1999, I met with Officer Jerome Madrid, where I was advised that David 
Parker Ray is under his supervision. Mr. Ray's position is as a mechanic for the Region 
#3 area. Mr. Ray's has been employed for about five years and his job description is to 
repair and service any vehicles or equipment that is assigned and used by the State 
Parks Division. 


Officer Madrid said that Mr. Ray is responsibile for researching the best price on 
replacement parts needed for their vehicles. Mr. Ray usually calls local car part 
dealers for prices and some other dealers from out of town. 


Officer Madrid advised that the mechanic's office is located off of State Road 195, at 
the Region #3 Maintenance Yard, which is on State Parks property in the Elephant Butte 
area, Officer Madrid confirmed that Mr, Ray does not have access to any on-line 
computer at his shop on the office telephone number (505) 894-2306. 


Officer Madrid advised that he really does not know very much about Mr. Ray's private 
life, but that he does his job. He said that Mr. Ray is a very private person. He 
advised me during this meeting that he had not received any reply from his department on 
Mr. Ray's personnel file, but will get back with me when he does. I then asked Officer 
Madrid to escort me to Mr. Ray's office, so I could observe this area. 


Upon arriving at Mx. Ray's mechanic shop, I immediately noticed that Mr. Ray's office 
was padlocked. Officer Madrid advised that he had padiocked the office after Mr. Ray 
was formally charged, so no one would enter his office while Mr. Ray was gone. 


Officer Madrid pointed out a white colored service truck parked inside the garage of the 
maintenance shop. The 1995 Chevrolet pickup is assigned to Mr. Ray, but belongs to the 
State Parks Division. He said it is registered under the State Agency name of the 
Energy, Minerals and Natural Resources Department (EMNRD), in Santa Fe, New Mexico. 

This service truck displayed a New Mexico Government license plate of 6211403. 


A registration inquiry through the New Mexico Motor Vehicle Division in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, revealed that the State Government License plate of G211403 is registered to the 
GSD-SCFA and BMNRD, with an address of P.O. Box 26110, Santa Fe, New Mexico 87502. A 
copy of this registration is attached for review. (See Attachment #7.) 


Before leaving the mechanic shop, I advised Office Madrid that there could be additional 
items of evidence in either the office, or the service vehicle. I requested Officer 
Madrid to keep both areas secured until Case Agent Wesley LaCuesta was able to inspect 
and search these areas. I then placed evidence tape strips on all the exterior doors of 
the service truck and on Mr, Ray's office to deny entry. 


Before I left the area, I also requested of Officer Madrid copies of the long distance 
telephone records pertaining to the mechanic's shop telephone of (894-2306). I then 
cohcluded this meeting. 


I followed up the investigation by meeting and interviewing Sierra County Deputy Peter 
Bowidowicz about his involvement in this case. The following is a synopsis of his 
interview. 


INTERVIEW: DEPUTY PETER BOWIDOWICZ 


On March 23, 1999 I met with Deputy Peter Bowidowicz regarding the incident he responded 
to on March 22, 1999. Deputy Bowidowicz advised that, during his regular shift, he 
overheard Central Dispatch notify them of the 911 hang-up call, and about the other call 
regarding a rape victim being at one of the residences in the Hot Springs Landing area. 
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Deputy Bowidowicz said that as he was responding to the Elephant Butte area, he came 
upon a woman in a green car, at Hot Springs Landing and Ridge Road. The woman 
identified herself as Patricia Mazzella Horne. She was reporting to him that a naked 
woman with a chain around her neck attempted to get into her car. She told him that she 
got frightened and drove off. Ms. Horne left her name and address where she could be 
reached for any follow up interview. Her address is 12236 Cordova N. E., in Albuquerque, 


New Mexico. 


Deputy Bowidowicz advised that another witness was later identified as Doris Mitchell. 
She mentioned to him that she had witnessed the naked woman running down the road. Ms. 
Mitchell lives at 3016 Daisy in Bl Paso, Texas, but has a seasonal residence at the 
corner of Hot Springs Landing and Bass Road in Elephant Butte, New Mexico. 


Deputy Bowidowicz said that, after speaking to Ms. Horne, he proceeded along Hot Springs 
Landing, searching for the naked woman, when he was waived down by Mr. Don Breech. Mr. 
Breech told him that a naked woman was inside his home with his wife Donna Breech. He 
said this woman came running inside his home, screaming about being raped and kidnapped. 


Deputy Bowidowicz said that Mr, Breech's residence is located at 601 Catfish Road and 
Hot Springs Landing Road and their telephone number is (505) 744-5828. He advised that 
Deputy Lucas Alvarez and Border Patrol Agent Robert Johnston arrived shortly afterwards. 
This Lady was identified as Cynthia Vigil. She was wearing a pink robe and had a metal 
manacle around her neck. 


Deputy Bowidowicz said Ms. Vigil was very emotional and kept stating that she had been 
raped by a ranger and could not believe she had escaped. She had dried blood around her 
face and hands and kept stating that "Ray" and his girlfriend did this to her. All she 
wanted to do was to go back home to Albuquerque, New Mexico. 


Deputy Bowidowicz said that Ms. Vigil was then taken to the medical center for treatment 
by Deputy Alvarez and Border Patrol Agent Johnston. After leaving the Breech residence, 
he met up with Sheriff Terry Byers at 513 Bass Road and advised him of the incident 
involving Cynthia Vigil. 


Deputy Bowidowicz said after arriving at the residence, he recognized the residence 
belonging to David Parker Ray. He recalled serving several civil subpoenas to David 
Parker Ray and his girlfriend, Cindy Hendy, at this address, He advised the Sheriff 
officers about the victim's allegations, when the other deputies went to locate Mr, Ray. 


Deputy Bowidowicz said he secured the residence, when he observed through the front 
door, a bedroom containing shackles and various sexual items, He understood that the 
investigation was being transferred to the New Mexico State Police and he kept a crime 
scene log until he relinquished his responsibility to Deputy Rex Beard, 


Deputy Bowi.dowicz presented me a copy of his written statement, documenting his 
involvement and concluded his interview. A copy of this statement is attached for 
review. For further information refer to the attachment. (See Attachment #8.) 


On March 23, 1999, I met with Sierra County Deputy David Elston at the training center 
regarding the March 22, 1999 incident. Deputy Elston advised that at approximately 3:30 
p.m., Central Dispatch had dispatched him and Deputy Lucas Alvarez to 513 Bass Road, a 
residence in the Elephant Butte area to verify the welfare of the person or persons 
living there. Central Dispatch also advised that there was another report of a woman at 
301 Springland Road who was naked and had a chain around her neck. 


Deputy Elston said that he proceeded to that location and ended up dropping Deputy Lucas 
Alvarez off at the 301 Springland Road residence, while he proceeded to check the 513 
Bass Road residence. He met up with the State Park Officers Chris Degase and Michael 
Lanford, upon arriving at the residence. They advised him that no one had answered at 
the residence, when Sheriff Terry Byers arrived to assist them. 


Deputy Elston said that at the time, he did not know that the naked lady and this 
residence were connected to each other. They decided to check the residence anyway. He 
and Officer Lanford entered the residence, through an unlocked rear sliding glass door. 
He noticed while walking through a broken glass on a smail bed in the living room. He 
proceeded into another room, when he observed various restraint and sexual devices 
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there, with pictures and photographs of naked women in sexual bondage positions. 


Deputy Elston said that after the residence was secured, Deputy Peter Bowidowicz arrived 
from 301 Springland Road, where the naked lady was at. He said that Deputy Bowidowicz 
mentioned what the victim had stated to them, and they connected the incident to David 
Parker Ray, the owner of this residence on Bass Road. 


Deputy Elston understood that the victim, Cynthia Vigil, was mentioning a State Park 
Ranger, known as "Ray,“ had kidnapped and raped her for several days. He said that it 
was not until later that Sheriff Terry Byers had located David Parker Ray on Springland 
Boulevard, that he responded to assist Sheriff Byers. He identified the driver to he 
David Parker Ray and the girlfriend Cindy Hendy. 


Deputy Elston said that the small tan colored recreational vehicle driven by Mr. Ray was 
towed from the scene and taken to the training center. After detaining both subjects, he 
advised David Parker Ray and Cindy Hendy of their constitutional rights and ended up 
transporting both of them to the training center and concluded his statement. 


Deputy Elston submitted a copy of his statement for the ongoing investigation. For 
further information, refer to the attachment. (See Attachment #9.) 


On March 23, 1999, I placed a request with Director Baxbara Scgakofski of the Sierra 
County Regional Dispatch Authority, for a copy of the 911 call on the March 22, 1999 
incident. The Sierra County Regional Dispatch Authority is located at 100 A. Date 
Street, in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico. 


Director Schalkofski said she would comply with my request and she will supply a copy of 
the emergency call, along with a copy of their radio desk logs, as soon as she was able 
to copy the recording. She also said that the Sierra County Regional Dispatch Authority 
is also known as Central Dispatch and she concluded the telephone conversation. 


On March 24, 1999, I relinquished my control of the 1978 Toyota Royal Recreational 
Vehicle and transferred the vehicle over to New Mexico State Police Evidence Custodian 
David Bangs. For further information, refer to the attachment. (See Attachment #10.) 


On March 25, 1999, I received from State Parks Officers Chris Degase, Michael Lanford 
and Byron Wilson, their typed statements documenting their involvement in this 
investigation. These statements were reviewed and found not to have any new 
information. Copies of theix statements are attached for review. (See Attachment #11.) 


On March 26, 1999, I met with Officer Jerome Madrid, where he provided me with a copy of 
the long distance telephone records of calls placed from the telephone in David Ray's 
office (894-2306). The telephone records covered the period from March 1, 1998, to 
January 1, 1999. Officer Madrid advised that he has not acquired the rest of the 
records, but he will submit them upon receiving them, 


This transfer of telephone records was recorded on a New Mexico State Police Receipt of 
Evidence or Property form. Copies of these telephone records are attached for review. 
(See Attachment #12.) 


During this same meeting with Officer Madrid, I received copies of the State Parks 
Attendance Records on David Parker Ray. These attendance records on Mr. Ray covered the 
employment period from July 29, 1995, to March 19, 1999. The meeting was then 
concluded. 


tT recorded the transfer of the Attendance Records on a separate New Mexico State Police 
Receipt of Property or Evidence Form and concluded the meeting with Officer Madrid. 
Copies of the attendance records are attached for review. (See Attachment #13.) 


On March 26, 1999, I received copies of the radio logs and a taped recording of the 911 
emergency call of March 22, 1999, These radio logs and the taped recording was received 
from Cindy Torres Harris, the Assistant Director of the Sierra County Regional Dispatch 
Authority. 


The transfer of the above items was recorded on a New Mexico State Police Receipt of 
Property and Evidence form. The photostatic copies of the radio logs are attached and a 
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copy of the cassette of the 911 call is available upon request. 


Both of these items were entered into evidence and later transferred to Agent Wesley 
LaCuesta. A copy of the evidence form is attached for review. (See Attachment #14.) 


On March 27, 1999, I met with Officer Jerome Madrid once more, where I was then provided 
with copies of the additional long distance telephone records from May 15, 1995, to May 
16, 1997. The transfer of the telephone records was recorded on a New Mexico State 
Police Receipt of Property or Evidence form and a copy is attached for review. (See 
Attachment #15.) 


On March 30, 1999, I placed an inquiry on the ownership of the 1978 Toyota Royal 
recreational vehicle that David Parker Ray had in his possession, An earlier inquiry 
through the New Mexico Motor Vehicle Division revealed that the recreational vehicle, 
with identification number #RH28140120, was registered to a Tina Severns. 


This New Mexico license plate issued to this vehicle was the same number of 1807-RVP. A 
copy of this registration inquiry is attached for review. (See Attachment #16.) 


I then proceeded to locate Ms. Severns by checking in the telephone directory for the 
Truth or Consequences area. I discovered that there was not a listing for her, but there 
was a listing to a Vivian Severns at (505) 744-5435. 


When I called this telephone number and spoke to Vivian Severns, I discovered that Tina 
Severns was her daughter and that Tina was no longer living with them, but was living 
out of town. Vivian Severns confirmed that her daughter did own a 1978 Toyota 
recreational vehicle, but sold it a year ago. 


She said that Don Walker, the owner of a used car lot known as Marina Trading Company, 
had sold the vehicle for them and that I could confirm it by calling Mr. Walker at (505) 
744-5035. I then concluded the telephone conversation and place another telephone call 
to Don Walker. 


When I reached Don Walker and advised him of the ongoing investigation, T requested the 
information regarding the sale of the 1978 Toyota Royal recreational vehicle. I was 
advised by Mr. Walker that he is the owner of the Marina Trading Company, which is 
located off State Road #195 and Hawthorne in Blephant Butte, New Mexico. 


Mr. Walker confirmed that around a year ago Tina Severns had consigned her 1978 Toyota 
Royal recreational vehicle to him to sell. He said that he did sell it to David Parker 
Ray and did not realize that Mr. Ray had registered it. Mr. Walker said the sale 
occurred sometime back in May or June of 1998, when he concluded the telephone 
conversation, 


On March 30, 1999, I met with State Park Manager Jerome Madrid, where I was provided 
with a copy of David Parker Ray's non-classified personnel information. The information 
included his application and personal data since Mr. Ray has been employed with the 
State Parks Division. A copy of this information is attached. (See Attachment #17.) 


On March 30, 1999, I was requested by Agent Wesley LaCuesta to inquire with the New 
Mexico Motor Vehicle Division in Santa Fe, New Mexico, into all vehicles and vessels 
registered under the name of David S. Parker or David Parker Ray. Also requested was the 
registration information on the mobile home located at 513 Bass Road. This information 
was for a search warrant that was being prepared by Agent LaCuesta. 


On March 30, 1999, I followed up by placing an inquiry with the Sierra County Assessors 
Office on the mobile home at 513 Bass Road. The inquiry revealed that the mobile home 
registration for 1999 is currently under the name of David S. and J. Lee Parker. The 
mailing address is P.O. Box 148, Elephant Butte, New Mexico. A copy of the New Mexico 
Uniform Property Record Card is attached for review. (See Attachment #18.) 


On March 31, 1999, I receieved my inguiry into all registered vehicles and vessels, 
owned by David Parker Ray, through the New Mexico Motor Vehicle Division in Santa Fe, 
New Mexico. The Office of the Attorney General in Santa Fe, New Mexico, supplied the 
vehicle and vessel information. The following is a list of the vehicles and vessels 
owned by David Parker Ray.

In consideration of the rents and covenants herein specified, 
and purguant to the Residential leasehold regulations contained in 
Attachment A and regulations which may be promulgated in the 
future, it is mutually agreed by the parties as follows: 


1s DESCRIPTION OF LAND LEASED. Subject to the conditions of 


thie residential lease, EMNRD doas hereby lease to the Residential 


Lessee the following daseribed land at Elephant Butte Reservoir: 
Block K. Lot 8, Hot Springs Landing, (the Premiseg), containing 1/2 


acres, more ox less, subject, however, to the exceptions and 
reservationa set out herein and the regulations in Attachment A, 
2. EXCEPTIONS AND RESERVATIONS. hare are excepted and 
reserved from the lease of the Premiges described in the above 
paragraph the following: 
a) All rights-of-way heretofore acquired or initiated 
fox highways, railroads, irrigation works or any other purpose; 
b) The right to take from gaid lands materials for the 
Construction, operation and maintenance of any federal irrigation

reserved; 

ce) The right to care for any federal wildlife preserve 
which may include said lands; 

d) .The right to the officers, agents, employees, 
licensees, and permittees ef the United States and EMNRD, at all 
proper times and places, freely to have ingress to, passage over, 
and egress from all said lands, for the purposes of exercising, 
enforcing and protecting the rights described in and reserved by 
this Section 2; 

e) The right to regulate the water level of Elephant 
Butte Reservoir at will, 

3. MISCELLANEOUS CONDITIONS. In the use of the leasad 
Premises, the Residential Lessee shall faithfully observe aach of 
the following: 

a) The State and Federal laws and regulationg relating 
to fishing, protection of wildlife, and control, of plant and animal 
pesta shall be complied with; 

b) Hunting and the shooting of firearms is prohibited 
upon the resexvoir and within boundaries of the Reservoir Reserve 
except in areas which may be specifically declared open to hunting; 

cy The xegulations of the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service relating to wildlife preserve shall be complied 
with, if the Premises overlap a federal wildlife preserve on the

d) Use and care of the Premises shall conform to 
regulations made and published or posted by or under EMNRD or the 
Secretary of the Department of the Interior: 

e) Operation of boats on the reservoir shall be subject 
to regulations made and published or posted under authority of the 
New Mexico Boat Act and applicable federal lawe. 

4, TERM OF LEASE. Thia Agreement is effactive upon 
signature of the Sacretary of EMNRD and expires on December 31, 
1998, unless sooner terminated as provided herein. 

5% RESIDENTIAN RENTALS. The Residential Lessee shall pay 
rent to EMNRD the sum of Five Hundred Seventy-Five Dollarg 


($575.00) annually, in advance, on or before December 31 of each 


year this Agreement is in effeat. 


6. TERMINATION OF LEASE. This Agreement shall tarminate: 
a) At the end of its term as provided in Section 4; or 
b) Upon failure of the Residential Lessea to pay in 
full the annual rental inatallments, aa erovided 16 Sestion 5) or 
¢) Upon written notice to Residential Lessee from EMNRD 
after failure of the Residential Lessee to observe any of the 
gonditions of this Agreement and it's attachments. The Residential 
Lessee shall have the right to cure any such breach within thirty 
(30) days after service of such notice, Upon failure thereof, this 
Agreement shall terminate, and all rights ef the Residential Lessee 


hereunder shall cease, The Residential Leggee shall quietly and 


peaceably deliver to EMNRD possession of the Premises.
